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PREFACE. 


In  presenting  this  our  first  edition  of  the  Mercantile  Guide 
to  the  public,  the  publishers  would  ask  of  the  Business  Commu- 
nity a  generous  allowance  for  any  errors  which  may  have  escaped 
their  notice  in  compiling  the  work. 

To  carry  to  a  successful  termination  an  enterprise  of  this  kind, 
under  ordinary  circumstances,  requires  a  thorough  acquaintance 
with  the  business  portion  of  the  community,  as  well  as  a 
knowledge  of  the  work  to  be  performed.  Although  our  ex- 
perience as  advertising  agents  in  this  city  extends  back  during 
a  period  of  four  years,  and  during  that  time  has  brought  us  con- 
tinually in  contact  with  the  Mercantile  and  Manufacturing  Com- 
munity, yet  it  was  with  a  degree  of  caution  that  we  began  the 
publication  of  the  present  work. 

In  making  our  canvass  of  the  city  several  impediments  were 
presented  in  our  way  which  required  time  and  perseverance  to 
remove,  among  the  most  prominent  of  which  was  the  manner  in 
which  the  publishers  of  other  advertising  mediums  heretofore 
had  abused  the  public  mind,  by  making  representations  that 
were  never  fulfilled,  thus  making  the  confidence  so  shamefully 
abused  difficult  to  re-assure. 

Another  embarrassment  under  which  we  labored  was  caused 
through  the  tardiness  of  our  patrons  in  furnishing  the  subject 
matter  for  their  advertisements.  This  last  mentioned  circum- 
stance has  delayed  the  issue  of  our  work  for  some  weeks, 
besides  has  given  us  much  additional  trouble  and  expense,  and 
although  we  have  done  all  that  industry  and  perseverance  could 
accomplish  under  the  circumstances,  yet  there  will  probably  be 
some  who  will  thoughtlessly  and  without  reflection,  feel  disposed 
to  find  fault  with  our  apparently  inexcusable  delay,  and  at  the 
same  time  may  have  been  themselves,  in  part  the  cause  of  our 
hindrance,  by  not  furnishing  their  copy  in  time  and  agreeably  to 
their  oft-repeated  promises.  If  so  this  explanation  will  be  our 
apology  and  may  serve  to  govern  them  in  the  future.

Another  difficulty  in  compiling  the  work,  and  one  that  was 
impossible  for  us  to  entirely  avoid,  was  the  perverseness  of  some 
of  our  advertisers  in  refusing  to  follow  the  plan  of  the  work, 
viz :  the  first  page  for  the  advertisement  proper,  and  the  second 
or  opposite  page  for  historical  matter  pertaining  to  the  business 
of  the  house,  but  instead  of  co-operating  with  us  in  this  particular, 
insisted  on  the  privilege  of  displaying  both  pages  with  their 
advertisements  alone.  This  in  a  manner  destroyed  the  harmony 
of  our  plan  as  set  forth  in  our  prospectus,  and  our  only  object  in 
alluding  to  these  discrepancies  is  that  our  patrons  may  under- 
stand our  position,  rather  than  from  any  disposition  to  complain. 

Although  in  the  foregoing  we  have  spoken  only  of  matters 
disadvantagous  to  ourselves,  yet  we  claim  that  the  work  presented 
possesses  more  than  ordinary  merits,  both  as  regards  the  beauti- 
ful style  of  binding,  and  neat  typographical  appearance,  together 
with  the  systematic  classification  and  arrangement  of  the  work 
throughout.  In  this  respect  the  Mercantile  Guide  will  claim 
superiority  to  most  if  not  all  that  has  preceded  it. 

The  number  of  copies  promised  have  been  printed  and  will  be 
distributed  on  the  Ocean  Steamers  and  in  the  principal  hotels 
throughout  the  Pacific  Coast  as  per  agreement. 

In  conclusion  we  would  tender  our  thanks  to  the  officers  of  the 
Custom  House  and  Post  Office,  the  Secretaries  of  the  different 
Libraries,  Associations,  Asylums,  &c,  for  favors  shown  us  in  col- 
lating matter  for  the  work. 

With  the  knowledge  and  experience  derived  from  our  past 
labors,  and  with  the  confidence  that  our  efforts  have  received 
your  approbation,  we  shall  publish  next  year  the  second  edition 
of  our  Mercantile  Guide  with  such  alterations  and  improvements 
as  in  the  judgment  of  our  patrons  and  of  ourselves  shall  be 
deemed  proper  and  expedient.

From  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  observed,  that  there  has  been  a 
steady  increase  in  the  imports  during  the  fiscal  year,  amounting 
during  the  second  quarter,  to  $10,896  in  excess  of  the  amount 
imported  during  the  first  quarter.  The  third  quarter  shows  an 
increase  of  $384,083  in  excess  over  the  amount  imported  during 
the  second  quarter,  and  an  amount  of  $394,979  in  excess  of  the 
amount  imported  during  the  first  quarter.  The  fourth  quarter 
exhibits  an  increase  of  $3,849  in  excess  of  the  amount  imported 
during  the  third  quarter,  $387,932  in  excess  of  the  amount 
imported  during  the  second  quarter,  and  $398,828  in  excess  of 
the  amount  imported  during  the  first  quarter.  Of  the  exports, 
the  second  quarter  shows  an  increase  of  $919,328  in  excess  of 
the  amount  exported  during  the  first  quarter.  The  third  quarter 
shows  a  falling  off  of  $126,783  in  favor  of  the  second  quarter, 
but  still  an  increase  of  $792,645  over  the  first  quarter.  The 
fourth  quarter  exhibits  an  increase  of  $6,656  in  advance  of  the 
third  quarter,  a  decrease  of  $120,127  of  the  amount  for  the 
second  quarter,  and  in  increase  of  $799,201  over  the  amount  of 
exports  during  the  first  quarter. 
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In  presenting  the  First  Edition  of  the  "  Mercantile  Guide/' 
we  feel  it  due  to  our  readers  to  make  a  tew  notes  respecting  that 
portion  of  our  citizens  who  have  by  their  energy,  enterprise  and 
perseverence,  contributed  so  largely  to  the  growth  and  prosperity 
of  our  State  ;  and,  as  preliminary,  would  take  occasion  to  re- 
mark, that  no  parallel  instance  is  to  be  found  in  the  history  of 
commonwealths,  where  a  State  of  no  greater  age  than  our  own 
fair  California,  has  made  such  rapid  strides  in  all  that  goes  to 
make  a  nation  great  and  prosperous. 

But  a  few  years  since,  and  within  the  memory  of  all,  the  rude 
wigwam  of  the  savage  constituted  the  proudest  monument  of 
architecture  upon  these  shores,  and  the  light  canoe  as  it  tossed 
upon  the  wave,  or  lay  fastened  to  the  stake,  was  the  highest 
achievement  that  art  had  produced  in  navigating  the  waters  of 
our  beautiful  bay  ;  and  here,  where  our  city  now  stands,  the 
grand  Sachem — whose  word  was  the  oracle  of  his  day,  and 
whose  nod  was  the  law  of  his  empire — gathered  his  warriors  in 
council  of  war,  or  smoked  the  pipe  of  peace. 

But  how  different  now,  the  scene  has  changed  as  if  by  magic  ; 
the  events  of  but  yesterday,  as  it  were,  have  passed  before  us 
in  vivid  transition,  as  if  touched  by  the  wand  of  enchantment ; 
and  instead  of  the  rude  habitations  of  the  red  man,  magnificent 
edifices  of  churches,  schools  and  dwellings  now  greet  the  eye. 

In  place  of  the  birch  canoe  gliding  noiselessly  o'er  the  waters, 
proud  ships  now  ride  at  anchor,  laden  with  the  productions  of 
distant  lands.  The  Indian  no  longer  follows  the  war  path,  nor 
the  solitudes  of  the  forest  wilds  awaken  to  the  echo's  of  the 
war-whoop  ;  but  instead  thereof,  the  sound  of  the  artisan  is 
heard,  and  an  intelligent  and  teeming  population  may  be  found 
cultivating  the  arts  belonging  to  civilization,  where  but  recently 
the  wild  savage  in  motley  attire  and  with  chanting  song  held 
carnival. 

But  our  object  in  this  connection  is  not  to  trace  the  progress 
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of  events  in  the  order  in  which  they  transpired,  nor  mark  those 
epochs  in  our  history  that  have  given  to  our  fair  land  of  sunny 
skies  and  genial  clime,  a  name  and  fame  throughout  the  civil- 
ized world  ;  but,  as  we  indicated  in  the  beginning  of  this  article, 
shall  confine  our  remarks  to  noticing  a  portion,  among  the  lead- 
ing Of  those  who  have  most  prominently  identified  themselves 
with  the  commercial  and  manufacturing  interests  of  our  city  and 
State. 

In  complying  with  our  design  as  set  forth,  and  for  the  sake  of 
regularity  will  begin  by  noticing,  first,  those  branches  of  industry 
which  are  closely  allied  to,  and  immediately  connected  with  the 
first  and  leading  interests  of  the  country  at  large,  and  which  not 
only  aided  materially  in  developing,  but  in  a  great  measure  gave 
to  them  existence  ;  we  allude  to  the  mining  interests,  to  which, 
our  present  greatness  is  indebted,  and  on  which  our  future  pros- 
perity depends. 

The  first  in  order  of  this  class,  to  whom  we  would  call  atten- 
tion, are  the  Assayers,  of  whom  our  city  numbers  about  thirty, 
and  among  the  most  prominent  of  which  may  be  found  Messrs. 
Kellogg,  Hewston  &  Co.  and  Mr.  Gideon  E.  Moore. 

The  chemical  laboratories  of  these  two  assaying  establishments 
respeclively  contain  every  facility  for  the  systematic  analysis  of 
ores,  minerals,  metals,  soils,  waters,  and  the  productions  of  art. 

The  well  known  reputation  of  these  gentlemen,  as  proficients 
in  their  business,  has  gained  for  them  a  wide  popularity  through- 
out the  Pacific  Coast. 

Another  important  branch  of  industry  connected  with  mining, 
and  of  which  we  would  notice,  are  the  amalgamators,  or,  more 
properly  speaking,  the  inventors  and  manufacturers  of  machines 
for  amalgamating  purposes.  Of  this  class  also  there  are  quite  a 
number  ;  and  of  those  whose  amalgamators  have  given  the  most 
general  satisfaction  of  any  yet  brought  into  use,  we  would  men- 
tion those  of  Messrs.  Hepburn  &  Peterson,  Wheeler's,  and 
Varney's. 

These  amalgamators,  respectively,  for  reducing  and  separating 
the  minerals  from  the  ores,  stand  unrivaled,  and  their  introduc- 
tion has  given  to  mining  an  impulse  of  no  small  moment.  The 
proprietors  of  these  several  inventions  are  truly  the  benefactors 
of  our  State,  and  justly  deserve  the  thanks  of  our  people. 
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Axle  Grease. — Another  important  feature  in  the  manufactu- 
ring interests  of  our  city  is  the  establishment  of  Messrs.  Hucks 
and  Lambert,  at  145  Minna  Street,  for  the  manufacture  of  their 
celebrated  axle  grease.  This  lubricating  compound  effectually 
prevents  the  "firing  of  wheels"  and  its  long  continued  and  gen- 
eral use  attests  its  superiority. 

Billiard  Tables. — We  have  of  these  several  manufactories, 
but  the  principal  one  of  note  is  that  of  Mr.  M.  E.  Hughes,  at 
724  Montgomery  street,  being  a  branch  of  the  extensive  manu- 
factory of  Messrs.  Phelan  &  Collender,  New  York. 

Boiler  Makers. — In  this  branch  of  industry  we  have  twelve 
establishments,  among  the  most  reputable  of  which,  for  their 
extensive  facilities  in  the  manufacture  of  boilers,  we  would  men- 
tion the  firm  of  Messrs.  Coffey  &  Risdon,  at  corner  of  Bush  and 
Market  streets.  This  establishment  is  one  of  the  oldest,  as  well 
as  largest,  on  the  Pacific  coast,  and  is  too  well  known  to  need 
an  extended  notice. 

Brass  Finishers  and  Bell  Founders. — In  this  department  of 
manufacture,  our  city  will  compare  favorably  with  the  most 
noted  cities  in  the  Atlantic  States,  and  of  those  most  prominently 
engaged  as  brass  workers,  we  would  mention  Messrs.  Gallagher 
&  Weed,  at  125  First  street  ;  Mr.  W.  T.  Garratt,  at  corner  of 
First  and  Market  streets  ;  and  Mr.  R.  F.  Rocchiccioli.  at  523 
California  street.  Most  of  the  work  done  at  these  establish- 
ments is  far  superior  to  anything  of  the  kind  imported  from  the 
East. 

Broom  Manufactories. — Of  those  most  extensively  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  brooms,  there  are  none  who  have  produced 
an  article  superior  to  the  Extra  Star  Brooms  manufactured  by 
Messrs.  Amies  and  Dallam.  This  firm  also  are  dealers  in  wood 
and  willow  ware. 

Brush  Manufactories. — Heretofore,  most  of  the  different 
kinds  of  brushes  in  use  were  imported  from  the  East,  but  since 
the  establishing  of  a  brush  factory  by  Messrs.  Newman  Brothers, 
dealers  now  confine  their  trade  almost  exclusively  to  the  article 
manufactured  at  this  house,  as  being  better  suited  to  the  wants 
of  this  market. 

Bridge  Builders. — Messrs.  A.  S.  Hallidie  &  Co.  are  exten- 
sively engaged  as  Suspension  Bridge  Builders.  As  to  their 
facilities,  we  would  refer  the  reader  to  their'  card  on  page  70. 
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Carriage  Materials  and  Manufactories. — Probably  no 
city  in  the  United  States  is  as  well  represented  in  the  class  of 
establishments  indicated  in  the  heading  of  this  paragraph  as  San 
Francisco.  Among  the  most  prominent  dealers  in  carriage 
materials,  we  would  mention  Messrs.  H.  W.  Bragg  &  Co.,  at 
29  Battery  street,  and  Messrs.  Meeker,  James  &  Co.,  at  No.  12 
Pine  street ;  and  of  the  most  noticeable  of  those  engaged  as 
manufacturers  of  every  description  of  light  and  heavy  carriages, 
may  be  mentioned  Messrs.  A.  Searls  &  Co.,  at  417  Market  street; 
Messrs.  George  P.  Kimball  &  Co.,  on  Market,  near  Fourth 
street ;  Messrs.  Black  &  Miller,  717  Market  street :  and  Messrs. 
Folsom  &  Hiller,  at  531  California  street. 

Cordage. — The  San  Francisco  Cordage  Factory  was  estab- 
lished in  the  year  1856,  by  Messrs.  Flint,  Peabody  &  Co.,  and 
Messrs.  Tubbs  &  Co.,  and,  as  regards  the  article  manufactured, 
and  in  competing  with  Eastern  manufacturers,  has  proved  a  suc- 
cess.    With  pleasure  we  refer  to  their  card  on  page  86. 

Doors,  Sash,  and  Blinds. — Of  those  who  have  been  identified 
with  the  interests  of  our  city  in  this  particular,  from  an  early 
day,  may  be  mentioned  the  extensive  establishments  of  Mr. 
James  Brokaw,  at  corner  of  Mission  and  Tremont  streets  ;  Mr. 
Stephens.  Culverwell,  at  31  Tremont  street;  Messrs.  George 
Robinson  &  Co,  at  30  California  street  ;  and  Messrs.  J.  McGill 
&  Co.,  at  corner  of  Market  and  Beale  streets.  The  work  turned 
out  by  these  establishments  is  excelled  by  none  of  Eastern  manu- 
facture. 

Fire  Works.- -The  Pyrotecnic  establishment  of  Messrs. 
Church  &  Clark  was  established  in  1862,  and  though  started  as 
an  experiment,  yet  has  proved  a  success.  We  cheerfully  refer  to 
their  card  on  page  152. 

Furniture. — Among  those  longest  and  most  favorably  known 
as  manufacturers  and  dealers  in  furniture,  we  would  call  atten- 
tion to  the  establishments  of  Mr.  J.  Peirce,  at  415  California 
street ;  Messrs.  B.  P.  Moore  &  Co.,  corner  of  Pine  and  Sansome 
streets  ;  and  Mr.  John  Wigmore,  at  423  California  street. 

Gold  Pens. — Mr.  H.  D.  Pearce,  at  606  Montgomery  street, 
in  the  manufacture  of  a  superior  quality  of  Gold  Pens,  has  en- 
tirely obviated  the  necessity  of  importing  the  article  from  the 
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East,  as  was  the  case  formerly.  His  factory  was  established  in 
1856.  The  pens  manufactured  comprise  five  different  styles,  and 
are  made  from  16  carat  fine  gold.  We  deem  it  a  sufficient  com- 
mendation of  the  establishment  of  Mr.  Pearce,  to  say  that  his 
pens  are  in  general  use  throughout  the  city  and  State. 

Iron  Works. — Probably  no  other  business  is  carried  on  so 
extensively,  and  which  requires  so  great  an  amount  of  capital  as 
that  indicated  in  the  heading  of  this  paragraph.  Among  those 
most  noted  for  promptness  and  for  doing  superior  work,  we 
commend  the  establishment  of  Mr.  August  Pritzel,  at  416  Market 
street. 

Map  Publishers. — It  is  not  our  purpose  or  design,  in  this 
connection,  to  notice  any  advertisement  editorily,  except  of  our 
Manufacturers.  But  as  Map  Publishing  has  become  a  matter  of 
great  public  interest,  we  cheerfully  refer  to  the  card  of  Mr. 
Adrien  Gensoul,  on  page  40 

Paper  Manufacture. — The  Pioneer  Paper  Mill  of  Messrs.  S. 
P.  Taylor  &  Co.,  at  322  Clay  street,  was  established  in  1856. 
The  Mill  has  facilities  for  manufacturing  Manilla  and  News- 
paper of  a  superior  quality,  besides  a  common  article  for  laundry 
and  other  purposes. 

Planing-  and  Turning. — The  rapid  growth  of  our  city  has 
caused  great  activity  in  this  department  of  manufacture,  and 
among  those  having  the  most  extensive  facilities  for  conducting 
this  branch  of  business,  may  be  found  the  old  and  well  known 
firm  of  Messrs.  Macdonald  &  Bro.,  also,  of  Mr.  N.  P.  Langland 
at  corner  of  Bcale  and  Market  streets. 

Saw  Manufactory. — Reference  is  made  to  page  314. 

Safes  and  Bank  Vaults. — Quite  an  extensive  business  is  now 
done  in  the  manufacture  of  Safes  and  Bank  Vaults,  of  those  most 
prominent  and  widely  known  among  this  class  of  establishments, 
is  to  be  found  that  of  Mr.  Jonathan  Kittredge,  at  No.  6  Battery 
street.  Mr.  K.  also  carries  on  general  blacksmithing  in  all  its 
branches. 

Silverware. — The  Silverware  Manufactory  of  Messrs.  Van- 
derslice  &  Co.,  at  810  Montgomery  street,  was  established  about 
six  years  ago,  and  though  started  as  an  experiment,  yet  has  proved 
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a  success,  and  become  one  of  the  permanent  manufacturing  insti- 
tutions of  our  city. 

Soap  Factories. — The  superior  article  of  Soap  manufactured 
by  the  Eureka  Soap  Co.,  at  207  Sacramento  street,  and  also  by 
the  Standard  Soap  Co.,  at  731  Front  street,  clearly  demonstrates 
the  fact  that  our  citizens  are  no  longer  beholden  to  Eastern 
establishments  or  compelled  to  continue  the  use  of  their  miserable 
compounds. 

Stair  Builders. — We  refer  to  the  card  of  Mr.  N.  P.  Lang- 
land,  on  page  294. 

Stencil  Plates. — Among  the  leading  Stencil  and  Brand  man- 
ufacturers in  our  city,  may  be  found  Mr.  J.  F.  Hall,  at  corner  of 
Front  and  Commercial  streets,  and  Mr.  F.  M.  Truworthy,  at  321 
Front  street.  These  gentlemen  have  been  too  long  and  favorably 
known  to  need  any  further  commendation. 

Trunks. — It  is  with  pleasure  we  notice  the  extensive  Trunk 
Manufacturing  establishments  of  Mr.  James  Longshore  at  307 
Sansome  street,  and  Messrs.  Steele  &  Co.,  at  222  Sansome  street. 
Their  work  is  fast  superceding  that  imported  from  the  East, 
it  being  more  durable  and  better  suited  to  this  climate. 

Wire  Works. — Among  those  most  noteworthy  engaged  in 
this  branch  of  industry  we  would  mention  the  enterprising  firms 
of  Messrs.  A.  S.  Hallidie  &  Co.,  and  Mr.  H.  T.  Graves,  we 
refer  to  their  cards  respectively  on  pages  68  and  342. 

Woolen  Mills. — Last  but  not  least  in  our  list  of  notices  of 
Manufactures,  we  would  make  mention  of  the  Pioneer  Woolen 
Factory  at  311  California  street,  and  the  Mission  Woolen  Mills 
at  217  Battery  street.  The  fabrics  manufactured  at  these  Mills 
consist  of  blankets,  woolen  underwear,  cloths,  &c,  and  are  more 
substantial  than  those  imported  from  the  East.  These  goods  are 
manufactured  solely  of  California  wool,  and  are  now  in  general 
wear  and  use  by  families,  also  by  the  U.  S.  Forces  throughout 
the  Pacific  coast.

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Kates  for  Assaying,  Refining  and  Coining. 


Deposits  for  unrefined  bars  will  be  returned  in  twenty-four 
hours.  The  charge  will  be  one-quarter  of  one  per  cent,  for  all 
amounts  over  $1,200,  and  three  dollars  for  any  smaller  amount. 

Charges  of  Refining,  per  ounce,  gross  weight,  after  melting  : — 

For  bullion  under 300  parts  gold 3  cents. 

For  bullion  from  301  to 500  part's  gold 5  cents. 

For  bullion  from  501  to 750  parts  gold 7  cents. 

For  bullion  over 750  parts  gold 10  cents. 

For  bars  of  our  own  manufacture,  a  deduction  from  the  above 
tariff  is  allowed,  making  the  refining  charge  as  follows  : — 

Under  300  fine,  2  1-4  cents  per  ounce. 
301  to  500  fine,  4  cents  per  ounce. 
501  to  750  fine,  5  1-2  cents  per  ounce. 
Over    750  fine,  8  cents  per  ounce. 

No  charge  for  refining  less  than  three  dollars. 

Deposits  for  coinage  will  be  refined  by  us  immediately,  and 
deposited  in  the  United  States  Branch  Mint,  and  returns  made 
to  depositors  on  the  same  day  the  returns  are  made  to  us.  The 
charge  for  coin  will  be  one-half  of  one  per  cent.,  being  the  same 
as  charged  by  the  United  States  Branch  Mint. 

Silver  contained  in  the  deposit  will  be  acounted  for  to  the 
depositor  in  the  manner  and  at  the  rate  customary  at  the  Mint. 

If  required,  returns  will  be  made  in  Refined  Bars  in  four  days, 
at  a  charge  of  one-sixteenth  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  value  of  Gold 
Bars  over  $5,000,  and  one-eighth  of  one  per  cent,  on  all  under 
that  amount,  and  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  value  of  Silver 
Bars.

The  annexed  engraving  is  a  representation  of  Hepburn  & 
Peterson's  Amalgamator.  The  chief  object  of  the  inventors  of 
this  amalgamating  pan  has  been  to  devise  some  means  to  obviate 
the  inconveniences  frequently  met  with  in  other  pans,  and  arising 
from  a  tendency  of  the  sands  to  pack  when  in  a  certain  condition* 
as  it  becomes  necessary  to  stop  the  running  of  the  machine. 
Another  desirable  object  was  the  production  of  a  pan  which 
would  admit  of  working  the  sands  in  a  more  compact  state — that 
is,  by  the  admixture  of  less  water,  whereby  the  reduction  is  made 
to  progress  much  more  rapidly.  These  objects  Messrs.  Hepburn 
&  Peterson  claim  to  have  effected,  in  an  important  degree,  by 
the  peculiar  construction  of  the  bottom  of  their  pan,  which,  as 
will  be  observed  by  the  annexed  illustration,  is  inclined  towards 
the  centre,  or  shaped  like  an  inverted  cone — the  dies  being 
affixed  to  this  cone-shaped  surface  and  the  mullers  made  to  cor- 
respond. The  pulp  being  thrown  into  the  pan,  and  the  mullers 
set  in  motion,  their  action  is  such  as  to  throw  that  portion  of  the 
pulp  which  finds  its  way  between  the  grinding  surfaces  to  the 
circumference,  whence,  by  gravitation,  it  descends  to  the  centre, 
and  thence  again  beneath  the  mullers.  A  constant  and  active 
current  is  thus  established,  which  cannot  be  done  by  the  same 
motion  when  set  in  operation  on  a  level  surface.  It  will  thus  be 
seen  that  all  necessity  for  wings  or  scrapers  is  obviated,  which 
are  oftentimes  a  hindrance  to  starting  the  pan  after  it  has 
become  packed  from  stopping,  especially  when  it  is  charged  with 
coarse  sands,  but  slightly  advanced  towards  a  pulpy  consistency. 
There  are  no  conditions,  in  ordinary  working,  where  this  pan 
may  not  readily  be  started  without  removing  or  thinning  down 
the  pulp,  by  simply  elevating  the  mullers  a  trifle  by  a  convenient 
set  screw.  These  pans  were  first  brought  out  last  summer,  since 
which  time  they  have  become  quite  extensively  introduced 
throughout  Nevada  Territory,  California,  and  Mexico. 
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charge  pipe  of  the  pan.  The  pan  is  so  constructed  that  its  cen- 
ter surface  is  two  or  three  inches  higher  than  the  surface  at  the 
periphery,  and  as  it  is  fed  at  the  periphery,  the  sand  must 
necessarily  work  its  way  up  kill,  to  the  center  to  find  a  discharge. 
This  the  lighter  portion  readily  does,  by  the  aid  of  the  peculiar 
vibrating  motion  given  to  the  pan— the  heavier  portion,  consist- 
ing of  sulphurets,  amalgam,  or  free  gold,  remains  near  the  cir- 
cumference. 

A  represents  a  frame  of  wood  upon  which  the  pan  is  built  and  supported. 

B  is  the  pan  which  consists  of  a  corrugated  surface,  radiating  from  the  center, 
as  is  shown  in  the  engraving. 

C  is  an  amalgated  disk,  one  half  of  which  only  is  shown,  with  a  bowl  in  the 
center,  from  which  the  water  and  ore  is  equally  distributed  over  the  disk,  and 
passes  down  through  the  holes  at  the  water  edge,  into  the  corragated  pan  below. 

D  is  the  outlet,  or  discharge  for  the  excess  of  the  concentrated  matter,  such  as 
slphurets,  etc.,  while  the  machine  is  in  motion.  This  discharge  is  regulated  by  a 
gate  or  slide,  which  can  be  adjusted  to  any  required  height,  so  as  to  allow  the 
proper  amount  of  concentrated  matter  to  pass  out  from  under  the  waste  and 
lighter  matter  which  finds  its  egress  through  the  center  discharge. 

E  is  the  hollow  journal  through  which  the  waste  matter  is  discharged. 

F.  the  rods  for  supporting  the  pan  and  its  contents. 

G,  the  driving  pully  on  the  cam  shaft. 

H,  cam  for  vibrating  the  pan.  The  form  of  this  cam  is  an  involute,  whose 
evolute  is  a  circle,  the  cam  being  of  the  proper  length  to  give  the  pan  a  motion  of 
about  ten  degrees  vibration.  This  peculiar  form  gives  the  pan  nearly  an  equal 
velocity  in  every  part  of  its  vibration,  causing  it  to  stop  and  start  so  suddenly  as 
to  prevent  the  sand  from  packing  on  the  bottom  of  the  pan. 

R.  the  pipe  for  supplying  the  pan  with  water  and  ores. 

L.  a  pipe  for  drawing  otf  the  excess  of  mercury  as  fast  as  it  accumulates. 

The  working  of  the  pan  is  substantially  as  follows  : — The  pulp  -is  fed,  as  already 
described,  into  a  bowl  in  the  centre  of  the  convex  disk  C,  and  flows  out  of  this, 
evenly,  over  all  parts  of  the  said  disk,  and  down  through  the  holes  in  its  periphery, 
into  the  corrugated  pan  below,  where  the  quicksilver,  amalgam  and  heavy  matter 
is  collected  by  means  of  inclined  grooves  near  the  outlet  D  ;  the  quicksilver,  as 
fast  as  it  increases  in  excess,  being  constantly  discharged  through  the  bowl  and 
pipe  at  L,  into  a  dish  by  itself,  while  the  sulphurets,  as  fast  as  they  accomulate, 
are  discharged  into  another  vessel  through  the  opening  D  :  the  waste  matter 
passes  out  through  the  hollow  journal  in  the  center  of  the  pan,  and  is  discharged 
at  E.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  entire  operation  of  this  pan  is  automatic,  both 
in  principle  and  fact.  Its  great  advantage  over  pans  of  similar  construction  con- 
sists iu  this  perpetual  discharge  of  quicksilver  and  amalgam  into  one  vessel,  and 
sulphurets  into  another,  while  the  machine  is  in  motion.

In  regard  to  loans,  persons  desirous  of  getting  homesteads  will  find  great  accom- 
modation in  the  plan  of  this  Union,  by  which — first,  they  receive  the  money  as 
the  house  is  built,  paying  no  interest  for  it  till  drawn  J  second— they  pay  it  back 
in  small  monthly  installments.  At  the  same  time,  though  preferring  loans  made 
in  this  way,  the  Savings  Union  does  not  refuse  loans  in  the  usual  form,  say,  inter- 
est to  be  paid  monthly,  and  principal  at  the  end  of  the  term.

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Among  those  who  identified  themselves  with  the  emigration  to 
California  as  early  as  the  year  1849  was  Mr.  Wm.  B.  Cooke, 
now  resident  proprietor  of  the  House  of  Wm.  B.  Cooke  &  Co. 
On  arriving  in  San  Francisco,  Mr.  Cooke  established  a  News 
Depot,  and  by  unceasing  energy  and  strict  appplication  to  his 
business,  made  it  not  only  profitable  to  himself,  but  the  germ 
from  which  eventually  sprung  into  existence  their  present  mam- 
moth establishment. 

In  the  year,  1850,  Mr.  Cooke  associated  himself  in  a  partner 
ship  capacity  with  Mr.  J.  J.  Le Count,  under  the  firm  name  of 
"  Cooke  &  Le  Count,"  for  the  ostensible  purpose  of  carrying  on  a 
more  extensive  trade  in  the  Book  and  Stationery  business.  The 
success  which  follow*ed  this  union  of  capital  and  interest  was 
such  as  to  show  that  their  calculations  had  not  been  over- 
estimated. Yet,  though  commencing  under  circumstances  so 
flattering,  and  with  prospects  so  auspicious,  their  business  career 
was  destined  to  short  duration,  and  at  length  terminated,  through 
the  destructive  fires  that  during  the  years,  1850  and  1851,  des- 
troyed property  in  San  Francisco,  amounting  in  the  aggregate 
to  eighteen  millions  of  dollars.  Suffering  so  severely  during 
this  unparalleled  succession  of  conflagrations,  Messrs.  Cooke  & 
Le  Count  found  it  impossible  to  further  continue  their  business 
relations,  and  accordingly  the  firm  was  soon  after  dissolved  by 
mutual  consent. 

Following  this,  Mr.  Cooke  began  business  alone,  commencing 
on  a  small  scale,  and  gradually  extending  his  facilities  as  his 
means  multiplied,  until  the  year,  1854,  when  he  formed  a  copart- 
nership with  his  father,  Mr.  Peter  Cooke,  of  New  York,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  "  Wm.

"  Time,  with  its  sure  and  steady  pace,  has  rolled  with  the  past  another  year 
since  last  we  came  to  greet  you.  And  though  carnage  and  bloodshed,  the  foot- 
prints of  cruel  war,  have  laid  desolate  so  many  parts  of  our  once  fair  land,  still 
with  us  it  has  been  a  year  of  unprecedented  prosperity  ;  and  our  hearts  are  raised 
in  gratitude  and  love  to  that  Good  Father,  who  has  so  kindly  watched  over  us, 
and  kept  our  little  ones  '  under  the  shadow  of  his  wing.'  " 

A  year  ago,  with  an  impoverished  treasury,  our  building  in  an  unfinished  con- 
dition, and  our  wants  constantly  increasing,  we  could  scarcely  have  hoped  that 
we  could  meet  you  on  this  our  Thirteenth  Anniversary  free  from  debt,  and  so  much 
encouraged  by  your  sympathy  and  ever  ready  response  to  our  repeated  calls  for 
help. 

Truly,  the  Orphan's  cause  has  found  an  answering  chord  in  all  your  breasts. 

The  large  addition  to  the  building,  commenced  in  June,  1862,  was  completed  in 
June  last ;  every  part  finished  in  a  neat  and  substantial  manner,  fully  suited  to 
our  wants,  and  capable  of  accommodating  comfortably  two  hundred  and  fifty  chil- 
dren. The  total  cost  of  the  addition,  with  new  roof  to  the  old,  and  other  repairs 
necessary  to  make  the  structure  complete,  has  been  $29,576  52. 

This  was  much  more  than  was  anticipated  at  the  commencement ;  and  yet, 
through  your  liberality,  the  Managers  have  been  enabled  to  meet  all  demands 
upon  them  ;  and  the  building  now  stands,  a  monument  to  the  generosity  of  the 
citizens  of  San  Francisco. 

But  while  we  have  been  the  recipients  of  your  bounty,  we  would  not  be  un- 
mindful of  the  appropriation  of  $6,000  made  by  the  last  Legislature,  which  sum 
has  materially  aided  us  in  the  maintenance  of  the  Institution.  To  friends  in  the 
interior  who  have  added  their  mite  to  the  treasury,  and  to  all  whose  thoughtfnl- 
ness  has  lightened  our  cares,  wc  would  return  our  sincere  and  grateful  thanks. 
The  press  of  San  Francisco,  particularly  the  Alia  California  and  Bulletin,  has  also 
placed  us  under  many  obligations  by  their  repeated  favors. 

Already,  the  beneficial  effects  of  well  ventilated  rooms,  and  bountiful  facilities 
for  bathing,  have  been  felt  in  the  health  of  the  children.  In  no  one  year  has 
there  been  so  little  sickness  in  the  Institution,  although  the  number  has  been 
much  greater  than  any  previous  year,  and,  under  Divine  Providence,  we  have  no 
deaths  to  record.  This  the  Managers  feel  to  be  a  signal  mercy,  but  would  ac- 
knowledge the  efficient  services  of  Dr.  Dean,  to  whose  promptness  and  attention 
much  is  due. 

The  number  of  inmates  left  in  the  Asylum  on  our  last  anniversary  was  eighty  ; 
during  the  year  sixty-seven  have  been  admitted,  making  one  hundred  and  forty- 
seven  who  have  found  a  home  in  the  Institution.  Of  this  number,  thirty  have 
been  removed  by  their  friends  ;  sixteen  adopted  into  families,  where  they  will  be 
well  cared  for  and  trained  to  habits  of  industry  and  usefulness  ;  thus  leaving  one 
hundred  and  one,  the  present  number  of  inmates. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kudd  had  been  in  charge  of  the  Asylum  until  August  last,  when 
they  resigned,  and  were  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Willard  and  Miss  Adams,  as  Matron 
and  Assistant,  who  now  have  charge  of  the  Institution,  and  whose  ability  and 
loving  hearts  make  a  happy  home  for  the  destitute  Orphan. 
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The  nursery  at  present  numbers  thirteen  little  ones,  under  the  care  of  a  kind 
and  faithful  nurse,  whose  attention  and  watchfulness  is  all  that  we  could  desire. 
A  visit  to  the  nursery  the  Managers  feel  would  fully  repay  all,  and  relieve  the 
anxiety  of  those  who  mourn  for  the  motherless. 

One  of  the  most  pleasing  features  of  the  "  Sansome  Wing  "  (the  name  of  the 
new  addition),  is  the  large,  well  ventilated  school-room,  which  is  furnished  with 
neat  desks,  and  every  essential  necessary  to  the  comfort  of  the  children  during 
the  study  hours.  Eighty-eight  of  the  number  attend  school,  which  is  under  the 
care  of  a  thorough  and  efficient  teacher,  where  they  are  instructed  in  studies 
suited  to  their  capacity,  and  are  making  decided  progress.  When  out  of  school, 
the  older  girls  are  required  to  mend  their  clothes  and  assist  in  other  suitable 
labor,  and  the  boys  are  occupied  in  out-door  work. 

The  Managers  gratefully  acknowledge  the  growing  interest  that  is  manifested 
in  the  Institution,  and  invite  all  who  have  an  hour  to  spare  to  visit  the  Asylum, 
which  is  now  rendered  so  easy  of  access,  and  is  open  to  visitors  every  day, 
excepting  Saturday  and  Sunday. 

To  ourTreasurer's  Report  we  would  respectfully  refer  you,  for  a  statement  of 
our  financial  condition,  and  disbursements  daring  the  year. 

There  is  still  much  needed  improvement  in  the  grounds,  and  a  heavy  excava- 
tion to  be  made  in  the  rear  of  the  building,  to  render  it  free  from  dampness. 
This  outlay,  with  the  necessary  wants  of  so  large  and  increasing  a  household,  has 
still  to  be  provided  for ;  and  the  Managers  would  again  appeal  to  your  sympathy 
and  aid  to  enable  them  to  carry  on  this  Christian  work,  that  seems  so  full  of 
promise  for  the  future. 

And  now.  with  trusting  hearts,  and  thanks  for  mercies  past,  we  would  commend 
our  cause  to  the  care  of  that  "  Good  Shepherd,"  whose  command  was — 'Feed  my

FLAT    ROPES. 

For  a  vertical  shaft,  where  two  ropes  are  used,  flat  ropes  work  to  very  great 
advantage,  the  form  of  the  rope  not  allowing  the  bucket  or  rope  to  revolve. 

These  ropes  are  arranged  to  work  on  a  drum,  the  flanges  of  which  are  of  a  large 
diameter,  and  the  space  between  them  sufficient  to  allow  it  to  wind  on  the  barrel, 
like  a  tape  line ;  thus,  the  diameter  of  the  descending  rope  is  decreasing  in  the 
same  ratio  as  the  barrel  of  the  ascending  one  increases,  counterbalancing 
each  other  in  whatever  position  the  buckets  may  be. 

Below  we  give  a  scale  of  the  comparative  size,  weight  and  strength  of  Flat  Wire 
and  Hemp  Rope.

WIRE    STRAND    FOR    FENCING. 

Made  in  half-mile  lengths,  coiled  on  reels,  ready  for  stretching. 
Fences  are  put,  up  very  expeditiously  by  placing  tlie  reels  (as 
many  as  there  are  rails)  in  a  wagon  in  such  a  manner  as  to  allow 
the  strand  to  "  pay  out  "  behind,  while  the  wagon  is  hauled  along 
the  line  of  the  proposed  fence :  the  strand  is  then  lifted  from 
the  ground  and  secured  to  the  posts  by  staples.  By  this  means 
a  few  men  can  fence  an  immense  amount  of  land  in  a  very  short 
time.  Strand  being  free  from  kinks,  and  requiring  no  splicing 
or  joining,  can  be  put  up  much  neater  and  more  expeditiously 
than  a  single  thick  wire. 

A  Wire  Strand  Fence,  properly  put  up,  will  last  as  long  as  six 
board  fences  ;  and  when  put  up,  it  requires  no  further  work  on  it. 

By  running  a  narrow  strip  of  board  along  the  top  rail,  any 
objection  to  wire  fence  (wire  strand  is  not  open  to  this  objection 
as  much  as  a  single  wire)  on  account  of  wild  cattle  not  seeing  it, 
can  be  easily  obviated.

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Swindling  by  Mail. 


[From  Holbrookes  "U.  S.  Mail."] 


We  have  heretofore  taken  occasion  to  warn  our  readers  against 
the  operations  of  various  rascals,  who  have  made  use  of  the  mails 
as  a  medium  for  swindling  in  different  ways ;  but  there  is  one 
form  of  fraud  practised  by  this  means  which  we  believe  we  have 
not  yet  exposed — we  allude  to  the  bogus  lottery  swindle  The 
mode  of  operation  is  as  follows  : 

Some  needy  and  unprincipled  scamp  (calling  himself  William 
P.  Hunter,  for  instance — though  the  name  is  always  fictitious, 
and  of  no  importance)  sends  through  the  mail  a  large  number 
of  sealed  circulars,  addressed  to  postmasters  of  small  offices,  and 
others,  throughout  the  country,  each  enclosing  a  ticket  (all  bear- 
ing the  same  number — 1,476,  for  instance)  for  a  share  in  a  "  grand 
distribution  of  prizes  by  the  National  Art  Union  Association,  to 
be  drawn  (at  Churubnsco,  N.  Y.,  for  instance)  on  Wednesday, 
July  8th,  1863."  These  tickets  are  sent  out  about  June  1st,  and 
the  accompanying  circular  reads  somewhat  as  follows  : 

"  Sir  : — I  take  the  liberty  of  sending  you  a  ticket  for  the  grand  distribution, 
etc.  There  are  2,600  prizes  amounting  to  $20,000.  Should  you  wish  to  try  your 
luck,  you  can  forward  me  the  price  of  the  ticket,  which  is  $5,  and  you  will  receive 
the  certificate  of  the  managers,  Wright,  Gordon  &  Co.,  without  which  no  ticket  is 
good.  All  remittances  mailed  on  or  before  the  day  of  drawing  will  be  good,  and 
the  prizes  paid  if  drawn,  etc.  Yours,  Wm.  P.  Hunter." 

Of  course,  very  few  persons  are  foolish  enough  to  bite  at  this 
bait — nor  is  it  intended  that  they  should ;  the  sending  of  the 
tickets  and  circulars  is  only  the  preliminary  step  in  the  swindle. 
On  the  day  of  the  drawing  another  circular  is  issued  by  Mr.  II., 
containing  an  official  account  of  the  drawing,  by  which  it  ap- 
pears that  No.  1,476  (or  whatever  the  number  of  the  tickets  pre- 
viously sent  may  be)  has  drawn  a  prize  of  $200.  This  is  sent  to 
each  of  the  recipients  of  the  first  circular,  accompanied  by  a 
written  letter  from  the  benevolent  Hunter,  after  this  fashion  : 

"Sir — You  will  perceive  that  your  ticket  has  drawn  a  prize  of  $200,  but  as 
you  have  not  paid  for  it,  you  cannot  obtain  it  except  in  this  way:  write  me  a  let- 
ter, enclosing  $5,  and  date  it  on  the  day  of  the  drawing.  I  will  take  it  to  the 
managers,  and  tell  them  it  was  detained  in  the  mails,  and  they  will  pay  the  prize, 
which  I  will  forward  to  you,  less  15  per  cent.  My  reason  for  wishing  you  to  ob- 
tain the  prize  is,  that  if  you  let  it  be  known  among  your  neighbors  (which  I  ex- 
pect you  to  do)  that  you  have  won  $200, 1  can  sell  a  great  many  tickets  among 
them  for  the  next  drawing,"  etc. 
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Hundreds  of  gudgeons  rush  into  this  trap,  eager  to  catch  the 
"165  net"  which  is  thus  temptingly  held  out  to  them.  Mr. 
"  Hunter  "  pockets  their  greenbacks,  and  then  modestly  retires 
to  enjoy  the  fruit  of  his  labors,  while  the  lucky  holders  of  "No. 
1,476  "  await  the  arrival  of  their  prizes,  until  the  fear  that  there 
is  "  some  mistake  "  ripens  into  the  certainty  that  they  have  been 
"  sold."  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  add,  that  there  is  no  lottery, 
no  prizes,  no  money,  no  managers,  "  no  nothing  "  genuine  in  the 
matter,  except  genuine  rascality. 


The    Lottery    Swindle. 

[From  the  "  Mail"] 

Under  the  caption  of  "  Swindling  by  Mail,"  in  our  last  paper, 
we  gave  some  account  of  one  of  the  latest  ingenious,  though  vil- 
lainous, enterprises  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  unsuspecting 
victims  of  their  too  ready  money,  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 
We  allude  to  the  exploits  of  "  W.  P.  Hunter,"  and  "  Wright, 
Gordon  &  Co.,"  which  enterprising  and  respectable  "firm,"  by 
some  singular  freak,  no  doubt  from  its  proximity  to  the  Canada 
line,  selected  the  quiet  and  secluded  village  of  Churubusco.  N.  Y., 
as  their  base  of  operations .  Since  our  brief  account  of  this  at- 
tempted swindle,  some  interesting  developments  have  transpired. 
We  say  attempted  swindle,  because,  as  has  often  happened  before 
to  such  dishonest  adventurers,  the  fruits  of  their  villainy  took 
to  themselves  wings,  just  at  the  moment  when  a  handsome  fortune 
seemed  to  be  within  their  grasp. 

In  answer  to  the  ingeniously  written  and  tempting  circulars  of 
Hunter,  copies  of  which  we  gave,  numerous  letters  began  to  ar- 
rive at  the  Churubusco  post  office,  for  which  it  appears  the 
swindlers  were  too  cautious  to  call,  but  they  or  one  of  their 
"  agents  "  (probably  Hunter  himself)  had  previously  arranged 
with  the  postmaster  to  deliver  them  for  a  consideration,  from 
time  to  time,  to  a  party  claiming  to  be  the  owner,  at  a  certain 
hotel  a  few  miles  distant,  and  just  within  the  Canadian  limits. 
After  one  or  two  trips,  however,  the  aforesaid  official,  suspecting 
from  the  great  increase  of  letters,  and  some  other  circumstances. 
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that  his  new  duties  of  letter  carrier  might  not  in  the  end  be  a 
profitable  business,  discontinued  it,  and  in  the  course  of  a  few 
weeks  some  1,400  letters  accumulated.  The  postmaster,  mean- 
time, had  been  advised  to  "  hold  "  them  and  report  the  facts  at 
Washington,  but  the  case  coming  to  the  notice  of  the  County 
Attorney  for  Clinton  County,  he  employed  an  officer,  who  went 
to  Churubusco,  and  remained  for  some  time  watching  for  who- 
ever might  come  to  demand  the  letters.  One  night  at  a  late 
hour,  one  of  the  persons  who  had  before  employed  the  postmaster, 
as  already  described,  ventured  to  call  on  him  for  the  too-long- 
neglected  correspondence.  By  a  previous  arrangement  with  the 
attorney,  the  letters  were  given  him  simultaneously  with  a  tap 
on  the  shoulder  by  the  officer,  who  at  once  took  him  into  custody 
on  a  charge  of  obtaining  money  under  false  pretences.  A  legal 
examination  followed,  but  by  some  means,  fair  or  foul,  the  scoun- 
drel succeeded  in  making  the  justice  believe  that  his  name  was 
"  Malone,"  and  that  in  calling  for  the  letters  he  only  acted  as  the 
messenger  of  "  Hunter. ?  The  magistrate  or  the  attorney,  or 
both,  proceeded  to  open  the  letters  (for  which  act,  by  the  way, 
they  had  not  the  slightest  legal  authority),  when  a  large  majority 
of  them  were  found  to  contain  $5  each,  that  being  the  exact  dis- 
count demanded  of  the  lucky  (?)  ones,  on  the  comfortable  imagi 
nary  prize  of  $200.  The  aggregate  amount  of  the  enclosures 
was  $4,330.  About  one  thousand  similar  letters  have  since 
arrived,  and  been  forwarded  to  the  Dead  Letter  Office,  whence 
the  enclosures  will  be  returned  to  the  owners.  We  trust  this 
lesson  will  teach  them  not  to  dabble  in  such  doubtful  specula- 
tions in  future.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  secure  a  similar  dis- 
position of  the  money  in  the  first  mentioned  batch  of  letters. 

All  postmasters  should  strictly  follow  the  order  of  the  Post- 
master General,  and  promptly  forward  to  the  Dead  Letter  Office 
all  letters,  the  addresses  of  which  are  known  to  be  fictitious. 
Under  no  circumstances  should  they  be  given  up  to  the  State 
authorities  without  the  order  of  the  Postmaster  General.  And 
it  is  also  expected  that  postmasters  shall  take  all  necessary  steps 
to  enable  them  to  determine  the  true  character  of  correspond- 
ence of  this  kind,  when  justifiable  suspicions  arise.  In  no  other 
way,  at  present,  can  the  dishonest  tricks  of  this  class  of  swindlers 
be  defeated.     Congress  will,  no  doubt,  take  up  this  important 
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subject  of  the  abuse  of  the  mails,  and  adopt  the  most  stringent 
measures  to  remedy  what  has  become  a  great  evil.  We  are  in 
favor  of  a  law  which  shall  provide  severe  penalties  against  all 
attempts,  whether  successful  or  otherwise,  to  use  the  U.  S.  mail 
for  the  purpose  of  defrauding  the  public.  It  should  be  made  the 
duty  of  postmasters  to  intercept  at  any  stage  of  their  progress, 
and  send  to  the  Dead  Letter  Office,  not  only  all  letters  of  indi- 
viduals or  firms  known  to  be  using  fictitious  names  and  titles, 
but  all  obscene  circulars,  pictures,  and  books,  with  which  the 
mails  are  now  flooded.  And  we  have  thought  it  would  not  be  a 
bad  idea  for  postmasters  generally  to  post  up  placards  in  the 
most  public  places  about  their  offices,  containing  a  caution  to 
"  Beware  of  attempted  swindles  through  the  mails." 


Strayed— Not  Stolen. 


A  letter  was  sent  from  Portland.  Me.,  June  loth.  1861,  ad- 
dressed to  Mr.  Asa  Clark,  "  Greenfield,  (intended  for  Greenville) 
Conn."  Its  travels  were  long,  its  course  tortuous,  and  not  alto- 
gether clear  to  define.  The  places  visited  are  designated  by  the 
post-office  dates  of  its  departure,  but  as  the  years  are  not  always 
given  the  succession  cannot  be  determined.  At  some  of  the 
offices  it  must  have  been  kindly  cared  for  for  many  months,  be- 
fore starting  it  to  another  "  Sleepy  Hollow."  Its  postmarks 
bear  date — 

Greenfield,  Mass.,  June  16  ;  Greenfield  Hill,  Conn.,  Oct.  7  ; 
Greenfield  Centre,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  8,  1862  ;  Greenfield,  Ulster  Co.. 
N.  Y.,  Oct.  18,  1862. 

From  this  last  office  the  supposition  is  that  it  was  returned  to 
Greenfield  Centre,  N.  Y.,  as  it  was  sent  from  that  office  April  15, 
1863,  to  the  Dead  Letter  Office  at  Washington. 

The  journey  and  stoppages  of  the  letter  in  cpaestion  occupied 
twenty-nine  months,  during  all  which  time  it  kept  snugly  con- 
cealed its  precious  deposit,  a  draft,  the  drawer  of  which  then 
lived  "  way  down  in  the  jumping  off  place,"  but  is  supposed  to 
be  in  the  army  or  dead — a  bank  note,  and  some  postage  stamps 
of  the  class  since  superseded  by  the  department.  The  only 
known  valuable  part  was  the  bank  bill.  The  enclosures  were 
designed  to  pay  an  account  then  due.  Not  coming  to  time,  a 
new  demand  was  made  for  payment,  out  of  which  a  somewhat 
piquant  correspondence,  touching  rights  and  responsibilities,  took 
place,  resulting  in  the  eventual  payment  of  the  account. 

Upon  the  return  of  the  letter  to  the  writer  he  discovered  his 
error  in  the  address,  and  consoles  himself  by  the  reflection  that 
it  was  not  stolen  out  of  the  mail.

TIDES  OF  THE  PACIFIC  COAST. 


On  the  Pacific  coast,  there  is,  as  a  general  rule,  one  large  and 
one  small  tide  during  each  day;  the  height  of  two  successive  high 
waters  occurring  one  a.  m.,  the  other  p.  m.  of  the  same  twenty- 
four  hours,  and  the  intervals  from  the  next  preceding  transit  of 
the  moon  are  very  different.  The  inequalities  depend  upon  the 
moon's  declination  ;  they  disappear  near  the  time  of  the  moon's 
declination  being  nothing,  and  are  greater  about  the  time  of  its 
being  greatest.  The  inequalities  for  low  water  are  not  the  same 
as  for  high,  though  they  disappear  and  have  the  greatest  value  at 
nearly  the  same  times. 

In  Puget  Sound,  the  inequalities  for  the  interval  of  high  water 
and  for  the  height  of  low  water  follow  this  rule,  but  those  for 
the  interval  of  low  water  and  height  of  high  water  disappear 
about  one  day  before  the  moon's  declination  is  greatest,  and  are 
greatest  about  four  or  five  days  before  the  greatest  declination.

When  the  moon's  declination  is  north,  the  highest  of  the  two 
tides  of  the  twenty-four  hours  occurs  at  San  Francisco  about 
eleven  and  one-half  hours  after  the  moon's  southing  (transit),  and 
when  the  declination  is  south,  the  lowest  of  the  two  high  tides 
occurs  about  that  interval.  The  lowest  of.  the  two  low  waters 
of  the  day  is  the  one  which  follows  next  the  highest  high  water. 

To  obtain  the  times  of  high  or  low  water  for  Monterey,  South 
Farallone,  Mare  Island,  Benicia,  Ravenswood,  and  Bodega,  find 
the  time  for  San  Francisco,  then  subtract  1  h.  44  m.  for  Monte- 
rey, 1  h.  29  m.  for  the  South  Farallone,  and  49  m.  for  Bodega  ; 
and  add  34  m.  for  Mare  Island,  1  h.  4.  m.  for  Benicia,  and  30  m. 
for  Ravenswood. 

For  Humboldt  Bay,  Port  Orford  and  Neeah  Bay,  find  the  time 
for  Astoria,  then  subtract  40  m.  for  Humboldt  Bay,  1  h.  26  m.  for 
Port  Orford,  and  9  m.  for  Neeah  Bay. 

For  Steilacoom  and  Semiahmoo  Bay,  find  the  time  for  Port 
Townsend,  and  add  to  it  57  m.  for  Steilacoom,  and  1  h  for  Semi- 
ahmoo. The  approximation  will  only  be  a  rough  one  for  Steila- 
coom.

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Report  of  the  Affairs  of  the  Home  of  the  Inebriate. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Dashaway  Association  of  San 
Francisco,  held  April  26th,  1864,  the  following  report 
on  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Home  of  the  Inebriate 
was  presented  by  Dr.  H.  Gibbons,  and  ordered  to  be 
published  : 

Original  cost  of  Home  property,  -  -  -  -  $7,500 
Repairs,  improvements  and  furniture,  -  -  -  2,150 
Interest, 1,635 


Total  disbursements  on  property,      -     -     -  $11,285 
Amount  rec'd  from  various  sources,     -     -     -       9,285 


Balance  due  on  property, $2,000 

An  appropriation  of  $2,500  was  made  by  the  Legis- 
lature at  its  recent  session,  which  will  pay  off  this 
debt,  and  also  a  floating  indebtedness  of  about  $500. 
The  Home  may  therefore  be  considered  free  from 
debt.  Of  the  money  received  as  above  ($9,285),  a 
part  was  donated  by  the  Legislature,  and  the  remain- 
der by  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  many  of  whom 
contributed  $100  each.  In  making  these  collections, 
the  Home  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  zealous  labors  of 
our  late  beloved  associate,  Rev.  T.  Starr  King,  who 
was  a  devoted  friend  of  the  Institution,  and  always  at 
his  post  in  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Home  is  now  sustained  by  an  appropriation  of 
$250  monthly,  from  the  Folice  Fund,  authorized  by 
the  Legislature  at  the  session  of  1862-3.  The  princi- 
pal expenses  are  :  Salaries  of  Superintendent  and 
Matron,  $75  per  month ;  two  employees,  (one  mfle 
and  one  female,)  $50  ;  Visiting  Physician,  $25.  Total, 
$150.     Leaving  $100  for  other  expenses. 
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The  number  of  subjects  admitted  during  the  last  yeai 
was  225,  or  about  four  per  week  ;  of  whom  there  were 
natives  of  Ireland,  40  per  cent.;  of  the  United  States,  35 
per  cent.  ;  of  England  and  Scotland,  15  per  cent. ;  of 
other  parts,  10  per  cent.  About  15  per  cent,  of  the  pa- 
tients are  females.  The  number  of  deaths  in  the  year 
1863,  was  10.  About  40  per  cent,  of  the  admissions 
were  cases  of  delirium  tremens.  Many  of  these,  and  of 
the  other  subjects  of  care,  have  become  active  members 
of  the  Dashaway  Association,  thus  giving  evidence  of 
permanent  reformation.

The  Dashaway  Association  having  placed  the  Home 
on  an  independent  footing,  are  now  struggling  to  get  rid 
of  a  debt  on  their  Hall  in  Post  Street,  where  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Society  are  carried  on.  Most  of  the  mem- 
bers are  in  humble  circumstances,  and  their  monthly  con- 
tributions are  absorbed  in  relieving  sickness  and  want  in 
their  ranks,  and  in  the  interment  of  deceased  members. 
The  debt,  meanwhile,  presses  upon  them  heavily,  and 
they  are  constrained  to  appeal  for  relief  to  the  liberality 
of  their  fellow  citizens,  who  have  hitherto  responded 
cheerfully  to  such  appeals.  The  people  of  San  Francisco 
may  rest  assured  that  the  charities  of  the  Dashaway  As- 
sociation are  active,  constant,  and  discriminating.

Sec.  3.  No  lessons  shall  be  assigned  to  pupils  of  the  Primary 
Schools  to  be  prepared  at  home,  nor  shall  the  lessons  to  be 
studied  in  school  be  so  long  as  to  require  any  scholar  to  study' 
daily  longer  than  three  hours. 

Sec.  4.  Physical  exercises  are  to  be  prescribed  four  times  a 
day,  and  from  two  to  six  minutes  at  a  time.

REGULATIONS    OF    THE    HIGH   SCHOOL. 


1.  This  school  shall  be  called  the  San  Francisco  High  School. 

2.  The  teachers  shall  be  a  Principal  and  teacher  of  Mathemat- 
ics, Moral  and  Intellectual  Philosophy. 

Teacher  of  Natural  Sciences  and  English  Literature. 

Teacher  of  Modern  Languages. 

There  shall  also  be  an  assistant  female  teacher,  and  such  other 
assistant  teachers  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required,  not  ex- 
ceeding such  number  as  shall  allow  thirty  pupils  to  one  teacher. 
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3.  The  teachers  elected  to  this  school  shall  constitute  and  be 
known  as  the  Faculty  thereof. 

4.  There  shall  also  be  designated  a  maximum  of  demerits,  for 
which  the  penalty  shall  be  reprimand  or  suspension,  under  vote 
of  the  Faculty,  or  expulsion  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

5.  Candidates  for  admission  to  this  school  shall  be  examined 
during  the  last  week  in  May  of  each  year,  and  shall  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination  before  the  Committee  on  this  school  in  the 
studies  pursued  in  the  first  and  second  classes  of  the  Grammar 
Schools,  with  arithmetic  to  square  root. 

6.  Every  candidate  for  admission  to  the  High  School  coming 
from  any  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  must  present  to  the  Commit- 
tee the  following  certificate  properly  filled  out  and  signed  :

The  bearer is years  of  age  ;  has 

been  a  member  of  this  school years,  and  is,  in  my  opinion, 

well  qualified,  as  required  by  rule,  both  in  deportment  and  schol- 
arship, for  admission  to  the  High  School. 

Principal. 

7.  The  Committee  may,  in  their  discretion,  allow  credits,  not 
exceeding  ten  per  cent,  of  the  maximum  required  for  admission 
to  this  school,  to  any  candidate  who  may  be  entitled  to  the  same, 
for  good  deportment  and  regular  attendance,  whilst  a  member  of 
the  Grammar  School. 

8.  The  annual  examination  for  promotion  and  graduation  shall 
take  place  on  the  last  three  school  days  of  April  of  each  year  ; 
and  diplomas  and  certificates  shall  be  awarded,  under  the  direc" 
tion  of  the  Board,  to  those  pupils  entitled  to  the  same,  on  the 
first  day  of  the  summer  term  of  each  year. 

9.  The  examination  in  this  school  shall  be  conducted  by  the 
Faculty,  both  orally  and  upon  written  questions,  the  Committee 
on  this  school  having  direction  of  and  aiding  therein  ;  and  Buch 
examination  shall  require  of  the  pupil  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  studies  pursued  during  the  year  next  preceding.

10.  Instruction  shall  be  given  in  the  theory  and  practice  of 
teaching  to  such  pupils  as  desire  to  become  teachers  in  the  Pub- 
lic Schools. 

11.  The  plan  of  study  shall  be  arranged  for  three  years,  but 
pupils  may  receive  certificates  that  they  have  pursued  the  course 
for  a  less  space  of  time  ;  and  those  who  complete  the  full  course, 
in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Committee  on  this  school,  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  a  diploma  on  leaving  the  school. 

12.  Pupils  who  wish  to  pursue  further  the  studies  prescribed 
for  the  fourth  year,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  remaining  another 
year  at  school.

Regulations  of  the  Normal  School. 

1.  This  school  shall  be  called  the  "  San  Francisco  Normal 
School." 

2.  All  persons  holding  certificates  of  qualification  issued  by 
the  Board  of  Education,  shall  be  classified  at  the  opening  of  said 
school  according  to  their  merits.  The  members  of  the  First  Class 
of  the  San  Francisco  High  School  may  also  join  the  school,  and 
shall  be  classed  by  the  Principal.  Any  other  person  desiring  to 
become  a  member  thereof,  may  do  so  by  addressing  to  the  Super- 
intendent a  written  declaration,  under  his  or  her  signature,  that 
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he  or  she  intends  to  become  a  professional  teacher,  and  designs 
to  teach  in  this  city. 

One  teacher  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Board  for  each 
division  of  the  school.  The  teacher  of  the  First  Division  shall 
act  as  Principal  of  the  entire  school  ;  and  it  shall  also  be  his 
duty  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  several  divisions, 
subject  to  the  Committee  on  the  Normal  School. 

4.  The  teacher  of  each  class  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of 
the  attendance  and  scholarship  of  each  member  of  the  class, 
noting  all  failures  in  class  exercises  and  recitations,  as  well  as 
disorder ;  and  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  the  Principal 
shall  make  a  report  of  the  same  to  the  Committee  on  Examina- 
tion of  Teachers,  giving  the  standard  of  scholarship  of  every 
member  of  the  school  during  the  whole  year.  This  report  shall 
be  adopted  as  the  standard  of  qualification  for  issuing  certificates 
for  the  position  of  teachers  in  the  Public  Schools. 

5.  At  the  close  of  each  year  there  shall  be  held  an  examina- 
tion of  all  teachers  who  desire  to  graduate,  and  diplomas  shall 
be  awarded  to  such  as  shall  have  completed  the  course  of  study. 

6.  The  Normal  School  shall  be  held  once  a  week,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  Board  may  designate.  Each  session  shall  con- 
tinue two  and  a  half  hours,  with  one  recess  of  not  more  than 
fifteen  minutes.  The  hours  of  commencement  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  teachers. 

7.  The  Superintendent  is  authorized  to  suspend  any  teacher 
in  the  service  of  the  Department  who  may  be  absent  from  the 
Normal  School  without  excuse ;  aud  shall  immediately  fill  the 
vacancy  and  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.

Regulations  of  the  Evening  School. 

1.  The  sessions  of  this  school  shall  be  held  every  evening  of 
the  week  except  Saturday. 

2.  Each  session  shall  commence  at  seven  and  a  quarter,  and 
close  at  9  and  a  half,  P.  M. 

3.  Male  children  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  eighteen  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  school. 

4.  Young  men  over  eighteen  years  of  age  may  attend  this 
school  on  the  payment  of  one  dollar  each  month  to  the  Principal. 

5.  The  Principal  shall  give  to  each  young  man  so  paying,  a 
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receipt  which  shall  be  evidence  that  he  is  entitled  to  the  benefits 
of  the  school. 

6.  The  studies  at  the  Evening  School  shall  be  those  pursued 
in  the  other  schools. 

7.  The  text  books  shall  be  those  adopted  by  the  Board  for  tho 
use  of  the  School  Department. 

8.  Corporal  punishment  shall  in  no  case  be  administered^;  but 
the  Principal  may,  in  his  discretion,  suspend  any  scholar  or 
scholars  for  disobedience  and  insubordination,  until  the  matter  is 
referred  to  the  Superintendent  and  Committee  for  the  School, 
(said  reference  to  be  made  within  forty-eight  hours)  whose 
decision  shall  be  final. 

9.  The  grading  and  classification  of  scholars  shall  be  made  by 
the  Superintendent  and  Principal. 

10.  The  regular  terms  of  this  school  shall  commence  on  the 
first  Monday  of  September,  and  end  on  the  last  Friday  in  April. 
There  shall  be  a  vacation  of  two  weeks,  commencing  the  Monday 
preceding  Christmas. 

11.  Whenever  the  monthly  report  of  the  Principal  shall  show 
the  nightly  attendance  of  any  class  to  be  less  than  twenty,  such 
class  shall  be  discontinued. 

12.  Any  pupil  absent  or  late  three  evenings  within  a  month, 
shall  forfeit  his  place  in  the  school,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
teacher,  subject  to  the  decision  of  the  Superintendent.

In  a  few  months  Rev.  J.  D.  Strong  and  lady  became  sole  proprietors  of  the  work, 
and  in  November,  186S,  it  passed  into  the  hands  of  its  present  editor.  Mr.  Strong 
made  the  change  of  name  from  the  "  Hesperian  "  to  the  "  Pacific  Monthly,"  and 
gave  it  a  certain  popularity,  which  will  ever  be  remembered,  and,  we  trust,  still 
cling  to  it.

This  Establishment  was  founded  by  a  Society  of  Ladies,  who,  in  Europe  and 
the  Atlantic  States,  are  devoted  to  education.  To  instill  into  the  minds  of  youth 
a  noble  and  laudable  emulation  ;  to  form  their  hearts  to  virtue,  thus  fortifying 
them  to  meet  with  equanimity  the  frowns  and  smiles  of  the  world  ;  to  fit  them 
to  be  the  future  ornaments  of  society  ;  in  a  word,  to  educate  the  minds  and  the 
hearts  of  their  pupils.    Such  is  the  primary  object  of  the  Sisters  of  Notre  Dame. 

The  Academy  is  situated  in  the  valley  of  San  Jose',  and  is  surrounded  by  a 
beautiful  garden  and  extensive  play-grounds  ,offering  a  delightful  resort  during 
the  hours  of  recreation.

Every  quarter,  to  excite  a  laudable  emulation,  the  young  lady  who  has  most 
distinguished  herself  in  her  classes,  is  rewarded  by  the  honorary  decoration  of  a 
medal.  At  the  same  time,  bulletins  are  forwarded  to  parents  or  guardians,  in 
which  are  faithfully  reported  the  conduct,  proficiency  and  health  of  their  daugh- 
ters or  wards. 

The  Catholic  Religion  is  the  only  one  professed  by  the  Ladies  of  the  Institution; 
but  pupils  of  every  creed  are  admitted,  on  condition  of  exterior  conformity.  No 
one,  however,  is  permitted  to  become  a  member  of  the  Catholic  Church  without 
the  written  consent  of  her  parents. 

The  Academic  year  consists  of  one  session,  which  commences  about  the 
middle  of  August  and  ends  about  the  first  of  July.  No  pupil  is  received  for  less 
than  half  a  session  ;  and  no  deduction  of  terms  is  made,  except  in  case  of  sick- 
ness and  other  inevitable  dispensations.  At  the  close  of  the  Academic  Year,  after 
a  thorough  examination  of  the  classes,  premiums  are  distributed  to  the  pupils  in 
the  presence  of  their  parents  and  friends. 
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All  letters  sent  or  received,  are  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  Superioress. 

On  Thursday  afternoons  and  Sundays,  from  half-past  twelve  till  two,  the  young 
ladies  may  receive  visits  from  their  parents  and  such  friends  as  the  parents  may 
formally  authorize  ;  but  all  are  earnestly  requested  not  to  call  on  them  at  any 
other  time,  unless  compelled  by  necessity.

Each  pupil  must  be  provided  with  a  knife,  fork,  spoon,  napkin-ring,  goblet, 
four  napkins,  four  towels,  three  pair  of  sheets,  three  pillow-cases,  six  chemises,  a 
bathing  dress,  two  morning  gowns,  two  black  merino  aprons,  a  colored  shaker 
trimmed  with  brown,  and  the  rest  of  her  wardrobe  in  proportion.  She  must  have 
combs,  brushes,  etc.,  and  a  work-box.  The  uniform,  which  is  worn  on  Sundays, 
from  the  first  of  November  till  Easter,  consists  of  a  dark  blue  merino  dress  and 
circular  cape,  black  silk  apron,  straw  bonnet  trimmed  with  dark  blue  ribbon, 
brown  kid  gloves.  For  the  summer  uniform,  inquiry  is  to  be  made  at  the  Institu- 
tion. 

Bed  and  bedding,  without  sheets,  are  furnished  by  the  Institution,  at  ten  dollars 
per  session.  Should  the  bedding  be  supplied  by  the  parents,  it  must  consist  of  a 
mattress  about  five  and  a-half  feet  in  length  by  two  and  a-half  in  breadth,  a 
pillow  and  two  pair  of  blankets. 

No  advance  is  made  for  the  clothing  and  other  expenses  of  the  pupils,  unless 
a  sufficient  sum  for  that  purpose  be  deposited  with  the  Superioress.  This  regu- 
lation is  considered  indispensable,  and  will  be  in  all  cases  most  strictly  observed.

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Messrs.  Jones,  Wooll  &  Sutherland,  established  their  busi- 
ness in  this  city,  in  the  year  1855,  at  that  time  there  was  but  a 
limited  demand  for  articles  of  their  manufacture,  but  with  the 
increase  and  growth  of  our  city  in  population  and  enterprise,  a 
corresponding  demand  for  Portrait,  Picture  and  Mirror  Frames 
was  created,  and  in  order  to  meet  the  growing  wants  of  our  citi- 
zens in  this  particular,  the  proprietors  of  the  above  house  found 
it  necessary  to  secure  larger  apartments  and  more  extended  facil- 
ities for  conducting  their  business.  Accordingly,  and  with  a  view 
to  this  purpose,  they  have  lately  erected  a  substantial  brick  edifice 
situated  on  a  lot  fronting  on  Market  street,  and  running  through  to 
Stevenson  street,  and  between  Seventh  and  Eighth  streets.  The 
lot  is  25x165  feet,  and  the  brick  structure  22x42  feet,  and  three 
stories  in  height.  It  is  a  manufactory  for  square,  oval  and 
arch  top  mirrors,  window  cornices,  portrait  and  picture 
frames,  etc.,  etc.  The  timber  used  is  redwood  and  Cal- 
ifornia pine — principally  the  former.  In  the  main  room 
on  the  ground  floor  the  frames  are  turned,  five  oval  lathes  being 
the  instruments,  the  workings  of  which  are  simple,  beautiful,  and 
effective.  In  the  second  story  apartments,  the  enamelling  and 
ornamenting  are  done  ;  and  in  the  third  story  the  gilding.  The 
capacity  of  the  establishment  to  turn  out  work,  although  limited 
as  yet,  can  be  judged  of  from  the  fact  that  each  of  the  five  lathes 
will  cut  three  dozen  frames  per  diem.  The  firm  employs  some 
thirty  hands,  and  have  expended  some  ten  thousand  dollars  in 
this  suburban  enterprise. 

In  addition  to  Frames,  Cornices,  &c,  of  their  own  manufac- 
ture, they  also  are  importers  largely  of  Fine  Engravings,  together 
with  a  general  assortment  of  Artists'  Materials,  direct  from 
Europe.

The  publication  of  the  Mining  and  Scientific  Press  was  origi- 
nally undertaken  by  Messrs.  George  H.  Winslow  &  Co.,  the 
first  number  appearing  May  24th,  1860.

consideration,  and  its  subscription  and.  advertising  patronage 
has  since  constantly  increased  among  the  sterling  members  of 
the  mining  and  mechanical  community  of  this  coast.  Again,  on 
the  commencement  of  the  present  volume,  No.  ix.,  its  pages  have 
been  enlarged,  and  now  contain  sixty-four  columns. 

The  need  of  a  first  class  journal,  devoted  especially  to  the 
encouragement  of  practical  scientific  industry,  in  San  Francisco, 
is  apparent.  No  persons  are  more  fully  aware  of  this  fact  than 
the  Publishers  of  the  Press,  who  have  determined  to  devote  all 
their  energies  to  the  production  of  a  journal  every  way  worthy 
of  its  position,  and  in  harmony  with  the  advancing  spirit  of  the 
times.

All  this 
cost  of  two  transportations,  of  manufacturing  and  exchange,  is 
so  much  of  the  actual  wealth  of  the  country  drained  from  it, 
never  to  return. 

Some  people  argue  that  if  we  do  not  manufacture,  we  can  fur- 
nish gold  and  grain  to  pay  for  the  articles  we  need  from  abroad. 
Granted  ;  but  let  us  see  on  what  terms  :  The  farmer  must  look 
to  the  manufacturing  centres  for  a  market  for  his  grains.  The 
greater  the  distance  to  such  market,  the  greater  the  cost  of 
transportation,  and,  of  course,  the  less  the  price  received  for  the 
grain.  Wheat  is  worth  in  New  York,  say  $2  per  bushel.  If 
New  York  was  close  to  our  farmers,  they  could  realize  at  least 
$1  75  per  bushel  for  their  wheat ;  but  being  at  a  long  distance, 
and  cost  of  transportation  considerable,  why  our  farmers  only 
receive  from  75  cents  to  $1  per  bushel  for  their  wheat ;  the  re*- 
— — — 
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mainder  goes  into  the  pockets  of  commission  merchants,  ship- 
owners, wharf-owners,  etc.  These  middle-men,  these  go-betweens, 
devour  all  the  profits — the  original  producer  makes  nothing,  or 
next  to  nothing,  although  the  consumer  pays  three  times  as  much 
for  his  bread  as  it  costs  to  produce  it.  Now  if  the  furniture  and 
clothing,  the  articles  of  necessity  and.  luxury  manufactured 
abroad  and  consumed  by  our  farmers,  were  manufactured  in  Cali- 
fornia, the  farmers  of  our  State  would  find  a  market  for  their 
produce  close  at  home,  and  of  course  realize  a  much  better  price 
for  it ;  and,  at  the  same  time,  the  double  and  treble  cost  of  trans- 
portation of  raw  materials,  produce,  and  manufactured  articles, 
would  be  saved  to  the  country. 

If  people  would  only  take  this  view  of  the  subject — and  we 
believe  it  to  be  the  correct  one — they  would,  we  think,  see  the 
policy,  as  well  as  the  necessity  of  aiding  and  encouraging  home 
manufactures,  in  every  possible  manner.  When  a  man  buys  a 
coat  or  a  pair  of  boots,  or  a  carpet,  or  furniture,  or  machinery  of 
foreign  manufacture,  let  him  reflect  that  at  least  seven-eights  of 
of  the  money  he  pays  for  it  is  to  be  sent  directly  out  of  the  coun- 
try, never  again  to  return  ;  that  so  much  of  the  life-blood  of 
trade  and  prosperity  at  home,  is  being  extracted  to  be  injected 
into  the  atrophic  veins  of  some  other  country,  and  give  it  a  fresh 
start  to  our  future  disadvantage. 

The  great  secret  of  the  strength  and  prosperity  of  Englund 
lies  in  the  encouragement  and  protection  it  has  given  to  its  own 
mechanics  and  manufacturers.  So  also  is  it  with  France.  These 
countries  have  grown  wealthy  and  powerful  by  ministering  to 
the  destructive  and  consuming  faculties  of  other  nations.  We 
are  now  (1864)  paying  two  millions  a  month — twenty-four  mil- 
lions a  year — for  articles  which  could  and  which  should  be  manu- 
factured at  home.  Let  us  encourage  our  own  manufactures  by 
patronizing  them  whenever  opportunity  offers,  and  keep  this 
money  at  home.

The  Pioneer  Paper  Mux  is  located  on  Paper  Mill  Creek,  at  Taylorville,  Marin 
County,  near  the  head  of  Tomales  Bay,  and  about  thirty  miles  from  San  Francisco. 
It  was  built  in  1856-57  by  the  present  proprietors,  who,  after  encountering  many 
serious  obstacles,  were  enabled  to  exhibit  in  April,  1857,  the  first  paper  of  Cali- 
fornia manufacture.  The  machinery  is  driven  by  the  water  power  of  Paper  Mill 
Creek,  which  is,  unlike  most  all  other  streams  in  California,  never  failing,  owing 
to  the  nature  of  the  surrounding  country,  by  which  the  fogs  usually  rolling  in 
from  seaward  are  condensed,  and  supplies  the  sources  of  the  river. 

Its  capacity  has  been  increased  from  a  two  to  a  four  engine  mill,  and  capable 
of  turning  out  2,000  lbs.  paper  per  diem.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  proprietors  to 
make  various  other  improvements  and  enlargements,  by  which  its  capacity  will  be 
largely  increased,  required  by  the  rapid  prosperity  of  the  Pacific  coast.  Already 
there  has  been  upwards  of  $130,000  expended  on  it,  and  a  further  expenditure  of 
$25,000  is  in  contemplation,  which  will  place  their  mill  in  rank  with  the  first 
class  print  mills  of  the  Eastern  States. 

Its  chief  product  is  newspaper,  but  also  manufactures  manilla  papers  of  an  un- 
surpassed quality,  besides  a  common  article  for  laundry  and  other  purposes. 

It  must  be  gratifying  to  all  Californians,  to  observe  the  steady  increase  of 
Borne  Manufactures.  Then,  let  the  motto  of  all  be— encourage  by  your  patron- 
age,— and  the  time  will  soon  come  when  we  will  be  able  to  supply  all  our  own 
wants,  and  the  wants  of  the  Pacific  coast.

21st,  1860.  The  amount  of  Capital  Stock  represented  is  $2,000,000,  of  which  only 
$1,500,000  has  been  issued,  the  remaining  $500,000  having  been  reserved  by  the 
Company. 

The  only  Funded  Indebtedness  of  the  Company  is  a  $500,000  Mortgage  Bond, 
bearing  eight  per  cent,  per  annum  interest,  and  issued  to  Messrs.  McLaughlin  & 
Houston  in  part  payment  of  the  contract  with  them  for  constructiug  the  road.  Of 
the  Capital  Stock,  $600,000  are  owned  by  the  Counties  through  which  the  road 
passes,  and  are  as  follows  : — 

County  of  Santa  Clara $200,000 

County  of  San  Mateo 100,000 

City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 300,000 

On  the  17th  day,  of  October,  1863,  the  first  train  passed  over  the  portion  of  the 
road  finished,  from  the  Mission  to  Big  Tree  Station  on  the  San  Francisquito  Creek. 
On  the  16th  day  of  January,  1864,  the  road  was  completed  to  San  Jose,  and  trains 
commenced  running  to  that  place.  And  later,  on  the  14th  of  February  following, 
the  San  Francisco  end  of  the  road  was  extended  to  the  corner  of  Fourth  and 
Brannan  streets,  and  trains  commenced  running  through  from  that  point  to  San 
Jose  direct. 

The  Company,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  their  Time  Table,  now  run  two 
trains  over  the  road,  each  way,  daily.  Also,  stages  connect  at  all  the  principal 
stations  and  at  San  Jose  with  the  morning  and  evening  trains,  to  and  from  impor- 
tant points.

California,  in  proportion  to  its  population,  presents  more  case3 
of  insanity  than  any  other  country.  Scarcely  a  day  passes  but 
we  hear  of  from  one  to  two  cases  in  some  part  of  the  State,  and 
of  the  commitment  of  the  unfortunate  victims  of  this  dreadful 
malady  to  the  Insane  Asylum  at  Stockton. 

It  may  be  asked,  what  is  there  to  produce  more  insanity  in  this 
State  than  elsewhere  ?  "We  have  to  look  for  the  causes  of  this 
scourge  in  more  than  one  direction.  First,  a  large  number  of 
persons  come  to  this  State  full  of  bright  hopes  and  joyous  antici- 
pations. They  leave  home,  friends  and  comforts,  in  the  confident 
expectation  of  soon  realizing  here  an  independence.  Too  oft 
they  find  their  expectations  rudely  blasted,  their  bright  anticipa- 
tions crushed  :  the  golden  bow  of  promise  proves  to  be  but  a 
black  cloud  of  despair.  Disappointment  and  deprivations  bring 
in  their  train  loss  of  physical  health  and  loss  of  mental  vigor ; 
trials  and  troubles  drive  Reason  from  its  throne.  Second,  the 
too  frequent  use  of  intoxicating  drinks,  which  in  this  country  are 
but  little  if  any  better  than  rank  poisons,  has  been  the  cause  of 
much  insanity  ;  it  fevers  the  blood,  shatters  the  nerves  and  with- 
ers the  brain.  Third,  the  hurry  and  excitement  which  prevails 
throughout  the  State,  and  keeps  the  mind  constantly  stretched  to 
its  utmost  tension,  coupled  with  losses  and  crosses  in  business,  in 
many  cases  produce  the  most  melancholy  results.  By  a  constant 
strain  the  silver  chord  of  reason  is  loosed — the  golden  bowl  is 
finally  broken  at  the  fountain  of  thought,  and  the  voice  of  the 
mind  is  hushed,  intellect  is  overthrown,  all  the  faculties  which 
go  to  elevate  man  above  the  mere  brute  are  scattered  to  the 
winds,  and  he  who  was  but  a  day  since  full  of  hope  and  promise, 
is  but  a  helpless  wreck,  floating  about  on  the  tide  of  circum- 
stances without  rudder  or  compass. 

California  has  produced  abundance  of  wealth  ;  it  has  also  been 
prolific  in  misery.  Hundreds  and  hundreds  have  sought  its 
shores  in  search  of  fortune,  and  have  lost  all  that  goes  to  make 
life  pleasant  or  even  supportable.  It  is,  however,  consoling  to 
know  that  the  State  has  done  much  to  ameliorate  the  miseries  of 
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the  poor  unfortunates.  The  State  Insane  Asylum  is  an  excellent 
institution,  where  those  hopelessly  crazed  are  -well  cared  for,  and 
where  many  have  been  restored  to  health  and  the  pleasures  of 
life.  It  is  a  melancholy  spectacle  to  witness  the  interior  of  a 
mad  house,  there  to  gaze  upon  the  frenzied  victims  of  a  dread 
misfortune.  And  while  the  heart  bleeds  with  sorrow,  there  is  an 
air  of  good  humor  prevalent  among  some  of  the  patients,  char- 
acterized in  their  language  and  acts,  that  leads  one  to  ask  him- 
self, is  he  truly  mad  ?  The  raving,  ranting  and  cursing,  together 
with  the  mumble-jumble,  heterogeneous  language  of  the  confirmed 
lunatic,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  imaginative  expressions  of  an- 
other, as  he  fancies  he  possesses  the  whole  world  and  boasts  of 
his  millions  in  the  treasury  and  a  fleet  of  ships  at  sea  ;  while  an- 
other meanders  through  the  limits  of  the  Asylum,  in  abject 
melancholy  and  despair  ;  and  thus,  in  varied  form,  their  acts  are 
typical  of  the  direct  cause  of  their  insanity. 


The  Two  Presidents. — Davis  and  Lincoln  were  both  born  in 
the  State  of  Kentucky,  in  the  year  1808  and  1809,  respectively.

Sec.  2.  Any  person,  if  a  member  in  good  and  regular  standing  of  an  Evan- 
gelical Church,  may  become  an  Active  Member  by  the  payment  of  five  dollars 
annually  in.  advance. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person,  of  good  moral  character,  may  become  an  Associate  Mem- 
ber by  the  payment  in  advance  of  three  dollars  annually.

Any  Member  of  the  Association  may  propose,  at  any  of  its  regular 
meetings,  the  name  of  an  applicant  for  membership  ;  but  a  vote  shall  not  be 
taken  thereon  until  the  next  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Association,  when  a 
vote  of  the  members  present,  and  the  payment  of  his  annual  dues,  shall  be  re- 
quired to  elect  said  applicant.

The  lavish  expenditure  and  love  of  display  which  is 
becoming  so  prevalent  among  a  portion  of  our  people 
has  called  forth  many  remonstrances;  and  there  are 
voices — not  crying  in  the  wilderness,  but  strong  in  their 
utterances,  among  men  that  cannot  let  the  folly  pass  unre- 
buked.  Nor  should  they.  We  reproduce  herewith  an 
article  upon  this  subject  which  recently  appeared  in  the 
Evening  Post : — 

"A  man  builds  a  marble  stable  on  the  rear  of  his  lot, 
at  a  cost  of  eighty  thousand  dollars,  and  fits  up  a  private 
theatre  over  it.  Another  pays  eight  thousand  dollars 
for  a  pair  of  horses  to  drive  on  the  road  for  his  pleasure ; 
and  many  give  from  fifteen  hundred  to  three  thousand 
dollars  for  the  same  object.  Another  provides  a  dinner 
for  a  dozen  friends — rejecting  the  old  superstition  of  the 
unlucky  thirteenth — and  this  simple  dinner  costs  one 
thousand  dollars.  A  children's  party  is  given,  in  an 
up-town  house,  where  every  child  is  clad  entirely  in 
dresses  imported  from  Paris.  An  American  citizen  pur- 
chases a  house  for  over  one  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
and  tears  it  down,  to  rebuild  upon  its  site  one  yet  more 
costly.  These  are  signs  of  the  times — are  they  not  evi- 
dences of  a  state  of  things  unbealthful,  feverish,  threat- 
ening to  the  honest  simplicity  of  our  political  life  ;  and 
threatening  not  less  evil  to  the  ideas  and  the  principles 
of  which  that  life  has  hitherto  been  a  fair  exponent  ? 
What  business  have  Americans,  at  any  time,  with  such 
vain  show,  such  useless  magnificence  ?  But,  especially, 
how  can  they  justify  it  to  themselves  in  this  time  of  war  ? 
Some  men  have  gained  great  fortunes  during  the  l?st 
two  or  three  years  ;    but  that  does  not  excuse  their  ex- 
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travagance.  Is  their  nothing  worthier  than  personal 
adornment  in  which  to  invest  their  means  ?  Are  there  no 
enterprises  open  to  these  men  of  fortune  which  would 
benefit  the  country  and  their  fellows  as  well  as  themselves? 
One  man  spends  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  upon  a 
dwelling-house  ;  but  he  might  build  with  this  sum  a  long 
row  of  decent  cottages,  to  rent  to  people  in  moderate 
circumstances  ;  he  might  enable  fifty  or  a  hundred  fami- 
lies of  workingmen  to  live  cleanly  and  respectably  in  New 
York,  and  thus  make  himself  a  public  benefactor — and 
that  without  sinking  his  money  where  he  can  never  re- 
cover it.  Or,  instead  of  dressing  a  few  children  in  silks 
and  jewels,  and  robbing  them  of  the  freshness  and  charm 
of  youth  by  these  vanities,  why  not  spend  the  money  in 
sending  the  homeless  children  of  the  city  to  comfortable 
farm-houses  in  the  West,  where  they  will  be  trained  to 
industry  and  virtuous  conduct,  and  grow  up  good  citi- 
zens ?  The  sum  wasted  on  a  dozen  children  at  a  party 
would  probably  suffice  to  send  a  hundred  to  the  West, 
and  make  honest;  citizens  of  them.  In  England,  during 
the  French  war,  useful  enterprises  of  all  kinds  were  orig- 
inated, and  prospered.  There  was  then,  as  with  us  now, 
an  inflated  currency  ;  great  fortunes  were  made  by  spec- 
ulative ventures,  as  here  now.  No  doubt,  too,  there 
was  extravagance ;  but  there  arose,  at  the  same  time,  a 
spirit  favorable  to  useful  enterprises  of  many  kinds  ;  such 
as  we  wish  could  obtain  amongst  us.  We  have  far  bet- 
ter opportunities  for  such  use  of  capital  ;  we  have  mines, 
new  manufactures,  waste  lands,  to  be  developed  and 
brought  into  profitable  use;  we  have  comparatively  a 
new  country  to  our  back,  in  which  the  prudent  capitalist 
can  see  a  thousand  opportunities  to  increase  his  store,  and 
at  the  same  time,  benefit  his  countrymen.  The  citizen, 
therefore,  who  wastes  his  gains  upon  ostentatious  houses, 
extravagant  furniture,  dress,  or  food,  commits  a  crime 
against  his  country.  And  especially  is  extravagance  cul- 
pable in  New  York,  where,  though  but  half  the  island 
is  built  upon,  there  is  scarcely  a  place  fit  for  an  honest 
workingman  to  bring  up  his  family  in,  or  where  they  are 
not  exposed  to  the  corrupting  influences  of  squalor  and

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During  our  meanderings,  recently,  among  the  mauy  manufac- 
turing interests,  for  which  our  city  is  noted,  we  called  at  the 
establishment  of  Mr.  Jonathan  Kittredge,  known  for  the  twelve 
years  past  as  the  Phoenix  Works,  and  confess  our  surprise  at 
seeing  the  large  amount  of  work  in  process  of  construction,  in 
this  particular  branch  of  manufacture.  While  there,  we  were 
shown  quite  a  number  of  Safes  and  Bank  Vaults  in  process  of 
manufacture  for  different  parties  in  the  city  and  country,  the 
manner  of  constructing  which  consisted  in  uniting  heavy  boiler 
plates  by  firmly  riveting  them  together,  each  vault  having  two 
sets  of  doors,  made  in  like  manner,  with  the  exception  that 
alternate  layers  of  iron  and  steel  are  used. 

We  were  informed  by  Mr.  Kittredge,  that  the  first,  or  outside 
door  of  one  of  these  vaults,  weighed  alone  fifteen  hundred  pounds, 
but,  by  a  peculiar  method  of  hanging  the  same,  it  swung  upon 
its  hinges  with  the  same  ease  of  a  common  wooden  door. 

Our  attention  was  next  directed  to  the  manufacture  of  Moni- 
tor Safes,  and,  from  the  invulnerable  appearance  which  their 
massive  iron  walls  presented,  we  should  judge  that  the  term 
"  Monitor  "  was  well  adapted  to  them,  for  it  seemed  hardly  pos- 
sible for  a  ball  fired  from  the  gun  of  a  Monitor  ship  to  penetrate 
their  sides.  They  are  constructed  by  firmly  riveting  together 
alternate  layers  of  iron  and  steel,  and  so  finely  tempered  as  to 
render  it  impossible  for  them  to  be  cut  or  broken.  The  door  is 
made  of  the  same  material  in  the  same  way,  and  the  whole  so 
nicely  put  together,  that  when  completed  ready  for  use,  it  has 
the  appearance  of  one  massive  plate  of  iron.  The  door  is  made 
to  throw  eight  heavy  bolts  at  one  time,  and  so  neatly  fitted  and 
finely  finished  are  these  bolts,  that  a  child  can  work  them. 
These  Safes  are  assuredly  all  that  is  claimed  for  them,  and  will 
defy  the  ingenuity  of  the  most  experienced  burglar. 

While  there,  we  also  noticed  a  large  number  of  workmen 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  Iron  Doors  and  Shutters,  also 
Gratings,  Balconies,  Railings,  Bolts,  Bridge  Work,  &c;  ;  in  fact, 
all  kinds  of  Iron  work  for  the  construction  of  buildings,  or  known 
to  general  blacksmithing. 

Mr.  Kittridge  employs  none  but  the  most  competent  workmen, 
and,  as  we  were  informed  by  him,  has  sent  work  of  his  manufac- 
ture to  nearly  every  City  and  Town  in  California' and  Oregon  ; 
lso,  to  the  British  Provinces  and  Sandwich  Islands.

False  Teeth  in  Circular  Saws  were  attempted  to  be  used  many  years  ago  in  the 
New  England  States,  but  without  success.  Consumers  of  Saws  were  induced  to 
use  them  for  the  purpose  of  saving  the  decrease  in  the  diameter  of  their  Saws, 
and  also  to  save  power,  as  a  Saw  with  these  Teeth  run  on  the  same  feed  with  about 
two-thirds  of  the  power  required  for  a  natural  Tooth  Saw.  They  will  also  cut 
smoother  and  better  than  one  with  the  natural  teeth  cut  into  the  plate. 

But,  notwithstanding  all  these  advantages,  as  well  as  the  great  saving  of  labor 
and  files  in  keeping  these  teeth  in  order,  over  the  saws  with  the  teeth  cut  into  the 
plate,  (or  natural  teeth,)  the  use  of  them  had  to  be  abandoned  because  the  plate 
.or  saw  was  sure  to  crack  or  split  from  the  corners  of  the  ganes  made  in  the  saw 
for  the  insertion  of  the  teeth,  when  the  teeth  came  in  contact  with  knots  or  other 
hard  substances,  while  sawing,  thereby  spoiling  the  saw  and  endangering  the  Uvea 
of  those  using  them  at  the  time  of  breaking. 

Finding  the  same  difficulty  attending  the  use  of  them  after  a  three  years'  expe- 
rience in  the  business  of  inserting  false  teeth,  Mr.  Spauldixg  found  that  he  had  to 
make  some  improvement  or  discontinue  their  manufacture  and  use.  Accordingly, 
with  his  experience  as  a  millwright,  and  for  the  last  fourteen  years  engaged  in 
the  saw-mill  and  lumber  business  on  this  coast — using  false  teeth  and  inserting 
them  for  others  in  the  above  mentioned  manner,  Mr.  Spaulding  has  overcome  the 
difficulty  by  making  the  gane  or  cavity  in  the  saw  plate  rounding  at  the  corners, 
instead  of  square,  (see  cut,)  thereby  equally  distributing  the  strain  in  driving  or 
fastening  the  teeth  into  the  saw,  or  while  in  the  act  of  cutting  equally  over  the 
surface  of  the  gane  instead  of  its  concentration  to  the  corners,  as  it  did  when  the 
corners  or  angles  in  the  gane  were  made  square,  thereby  causing  the  plate  to  split. 

After  testing  this  improvement  for  nearly  two  years  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of 
himself  and  of  all  others  who  used  them,  Mr.  Spaulding  obtained  Letters  Patent, 
dated  the  10th  day  of  September,  1861,  for  the  exclusive  right  to  insert,  manufac- 
ture, use,  and  vend  to  others  to  use,  these  teeth  for  the  term  of  seventeen  years — 
since  which  time  these  teeth  have  come  into  general  use  by  all  the  principal  lum- 
bermen and  mill  owners  of  the  Pacific  States  and  Territories,  who  universally 
pronounce  them  to  be  the  greatest  improvement  ever  made  in  Saws  for  the  manu- 
facture of  lumber,  both  as  to  the  superior  manner  in  which  the  lumber  is  cut  and 
the  great  saving  of  power,  saws,  files  and  time  in  keeping  the  saws  in  order.  The 
saw  always  retains  its  original  size,  never  requires  gumming,  and  is  less  liable  to 
spring  and  heat.  The  teeth  are  made  of  better  material  than  saw  plates  are.

The  teeth  can  be  readily  removed  when  worn  out,  and  replaced  with  very  little 
trouble,  by  new  ones,  without  changing  the  strain  of  the  plate  or  taking  the  saw 
from  the  mandrell. 
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The  Vibrations  of  Atoms. 


In  the  world  of  science,  while  one  large  class  of 
learned  and  intellectual  men  are  devoting  their  labor 
to  the  examination  of  bodies  and  systems  of  matter  so 
vast  and  so  remote  that  the  mind  is  overwhelmed  in 
efforts  to  conceive  the  sizes  and  the  distances,  another 
class  are  engaged  in  the  study  of  the  structure  and 
habits  of  that  innumerable  multitude  of  organized  be- 
ings which  are  individually  so  small  as  to  be  wholly 
invisible  to  the  naked  eye  ;  and  a  third  class  are  direct- 
ing their  thoughts  to  the  size,  the  weight,  the  form," 
and  the  movements  of  the  still  smaller  ultimate  atoms 
of  matter,  which  cannot  be  seen  even  with  the  aid  of 
the  most  powerful  compound  microscope. 

Among  the  most  zealous  of  the  last  named  class  is 
John  Tyndal,  Esq.,  F,  R.  S.,  Professor  of  Natural  Phi- 
losophy, Royal  Institution,  (London).  Tyndal  espoused 
the  theory  that  all  space  is  filled  with  a  subtle  ether, 
and  that  light,  heat,  and  the  other  imponderable  forces 
are  vibrations  of  this  ether,  each  force  being  a  vibra- 
tion peculiar  to  itself.  Where  heat  is  produced  by 
burning  hydrogen,  Tyndal  says  that  the  atom  of  hydro- 
gen is  drawn  or  propelled  against  the  atom  of  oxygen 
with  a  velocity  and  force  that  produces  a  vibration, 
and  that  this  vibration  being  imparted  to  the  surround- 
ing ether,  affects  our  senses  as  heat.  If  the  collision 
produces  vibrations  shorter  and  quicker,  these  are 
perceptible  as  light. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Royal  Institution  of  Great  Brit- 
ain, held  on  the  18th  of  March,  H.  R.  H.,  the  Prince 
of  Wales,  Vice-Patron,  in  the  chair,  Mr.  .Tyndal  read 
a  paper  on  molecular  physics,  from  which  we  extract 
the  following  explanation  of  transparency  : — 
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"  What  then  is  the  physical  meaning  of  opacity  and 
transparency  as  regards  light  and  radiant  heat  ?  The 
luminous  rays  of  the  spectrum  differ  from  the  non- 
luminous  ones  simply  in  period.  The  sensation  of 
light  is  excited  by  waves  of  ether  shorter  and  more 
quickly  recurrent  than  those  which  fall  beyond  the 
extreme  red.  But  why  should  iodine  stop  the  former 
and  allow  the  latter  to  pass  ?  The  answer  to  this 
question  no  doubt  is  that  the  intercepted  waves  are 
those  whose  periods  of  recurrence  coincide  with  the 
periods  of  oscillation  possible  to  the  atoms  of  the  dis- 
solved iodine.  The  elastic  forces  which  separated 
these  atoms  are  such  as  to  compel  them  to  vibrate  in 
definite  periods,  and,  when  these  periods  synchronize 
with  those  of  the  etheral  waves,  the  latter  are  absorb- 
ed. Briefly  defined,  then,  transparency  in  liquids  as 
well  as  in  gases  is  synonymous  with  discord,  while 
opacity  is  synonymous  with  accord  between  the  peri- 
ods of  the  waves  of  ether  and  those  of  the  molecules 
of  the  body  on  which  they  impinge.  All  ordinary 
transparent  and  colorless  substances  owe  their  trans- 
parency to  the  discord  which  exists  between  the  oscil- 
lating periods  of  their  molecules  and  those  of  the  waves 
of  the  whole  visible  spectrum.  The  general  discord 
of  the  vibrating  periods  of  the  molecules  of  compound 
bodies  with  the  light-giving  waves  of  the  spectrum 
may  be  inferred  from  the  prevalence  of  the  property 
of  transparency  in  compounds,  while  their  greater 
harmony  with  the  extra-red  periods  is  to  be  inferred 
from  their  opacity  to  the  extra-red  rays.  Water  illus- 
trates this  transparency  and  opacity  in  the  most  strik- 
ing manner.  It  is  highly  transparent  to  the  luminous 
rays,  which  demonstrates  the  incompetency  of  its 
molecules  to  oscillate  in  the  periods  which  excite  vis- 
ion. It  is  as  highly  opaque  to  the  extra-red  undula- 
tions, which  proves  the  synchronism  of  its  periods 
with  those  of  the  longer  waves."

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Mounted    Troops. 


The  real  value  of  mounted  soldiers  in  an  army  is  little  under- 
stood. General  Scott's  opinion  of  the  armed  horsemen  has  not 
been  hastily  formed.  It  is  drawn  from  long  experience,  acute 
observation,  and  is  fortified  by  the  Opinions  of  such  men  as  Na- 
poleon I.,  Napoleon  III.,  Marshal  Soult,  Sir  William  Napier  and 
Marshal  McMahon.  It  amounts  simply  to  this — that,  while  a 
certain  small  proportion  of  mounted  troops  is  almost  indispensi- 
ble  in  a  campaign,  cavalry  are  the  least  useful,  the  most  trouble- 
some, the  hardest  to  manage,  and  the  most  expensive  part  of  an 
army.  The  United  States  regular  service  has  now  a  maximum 
of  7,000  mounted  men  ;  and  over  one  thousand  not  mounted. 
Of  the  regulars  even,  one  half  are  now  mounted  on  untrained 
steeds,  which  are  unmanageable  and  dangerous  in  line  of  battle. 

When  mounted  soldiers  meet  each  other  in  the  fray,  as  they  do 
in  nearly  all  modern  engagements,  their  power  is  gone.  The 
fighting  is  confined  to  the  few  companies  in  front.  Retreating 
and  charging  perpetually  is  their  work  in  the  line.  As  an  out- 
side contingent  they  are  good  ;  and  we  have  a  sufficient  supply 
for  this.  All  modern  battles  establish  the  absurdity  of  putting 
cavalry  againrt  cavalry.  Napoleon  is  about  to  lessen  his  mounted 
men  by  thirteen  thousand  ;  and  the  Duke  of  Tetuan  (Marshal 
O'Donnell)  has  made  artilerists  of  his  best  three  cavalry  corps. 
One  thousand  footmen  can  do  twice  as  much  military  business  as 
one  thousand  horsemen.  When  a  trooper  loses  his  steed,  "  he  is 
as  helpless  as  a  disarmed  musketeer."  Dismounted  he  is  half  de- 
feated ;  and  a  horse  is  a  bigger  target  than  a  man 

One  regiment  of  dragoons  costs  twice  as  much  as  four  other 
regiments.  One  thousand  horses  cost  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars at  least.  Their  support,  which  is  a  small  item  in  the  addi- 
tional expenditures  they  incur,  costs  two  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars a  year.  The  general  unsuitability  of  the  arms  of  mounted 
troops,  for  infantry  work — the  extra  camp  provisions,  the  tons 
of  implements  that  must  be  carried  after  a  mounted  force,  and 
the  ambulances  this  would  require — the  partial  character  of  their 
usefulness — the  fact  that  every  military  nation  has  discovered 
their  comparative  worthlessness — and  that  men  can  be  employed 
much  more  advantageously  as  artilerists,  infantry,  riflemen,  and 
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Zouaves,  all  these  considerations  induced  General  Scott  to 
make  mounted  troops  a  small  consideration  in  his  campaigns. 

It  is  now  conceded  by  all  military  authorities,  that  artillery 
breaks  ranks,  and  causes  disaster,  when  well  served,  more  effi- 
ciently than  horse  soldiers  who  can  seldom  get  further  into  the 
enemy's  lines  than  the  space  covered  by  a  regiment. 

Every  one  thousand  men  kill  two  thousand  horses  before  they 
know  their  drill.  Two  hundred  of  every  thousand  are  maimed 
in  drilling. 

A  Zouave,  whose  drill  is  the  hardest  for  foot  soldiers  to  learn, 
is  nearer  to  perfection  in  his  discipline  in  two  months  than  a 
dragoon  is  in  a  year.  Four  years  are  required  to  drill  a  horse 
soldier  properly. 

The  last  paragraph  is  not  surprising,  when  we  look  at  what 
the  dragoon  has  to  learn.  He  must  walk,  trot,  gallop,  train  his 
horse  to  "stand  fire,"  to  jump  fences  and  deep  narrow  streams. 
When  all  these  are  learned — and  they  require  a  long  time  and 
much  practice — he  must  be  taught  not  to  shoot  his  horse,  (whose 
head  is  the  first  thing  he  aims  at,)  his  comrade,  or  his  comrade's 
horse  ;  his  officer,  or  anybody  but  his  enemy.  He  must  learn  the 
"Moulinot,"  a  rapid  revolution  of  the  wrist,  that  his  sabre  may 
be  properly  wielded,  and  the  charge  kept  in  his  pistol  or  cara- 
bine until  the  proper  moment.  If  he  cannot  do  all  these  well, 
he  had  better  not  be  in  the  field. 

Our  force  of  moveable  cavalry  in  the  field  is  as  large  propor- 
tionately, as  it  ought  to  be.  Cavalry  has  been  made  indispensa- 
ble, and  we  must  have  ifc;  but  not  in  such  force  as  some  journals 
recommend.

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Firearms   in  Europe. 


Historians  are  not  agreed  as  to  where  and  when  artillery  was 
first  employed.  It  is  now  believed,  upon  good  authority,  that 
gunpowder  and  guns  were  used  in  China  fifteen  centuries  before 
they  were  known  in  Europe.  The  first  artillery  consisted  merely 
of  small  iron  tubes,  which  discharged  leaden  bullets  armed  with 
iron  tubes,  and  shaped  like  pyramids,  each  having  a  square  base. 
These  tubes  were  usually  mounted  upon  a  carriage,  and  the  gun- 
ners who  operated  them  were  protected  with  iron  shields.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  fifteenth  century,  the  use  of  firearms  became 
general  in  the  armies  of  Europe  and  several  of  the  Asiatic  na- 
tions ;  and  at  the  present  day,  when  we  make  much  ado  about 
cannon  throwing  one  hundred  and  twenty  pound  shot,  and  con- 
sider these  missiles  very  large,  we  forget  that  much  larger  shot 
were  used  three  centuries  ago.  The  scale  of  calibres  in  the  early 
days  of  gunnery  ranged  from  thirty  two  to  the  pound  up  to  bom- 
bards throwing  stone  balls  of  one  thousand  pounds.  Bolts, 
burning  arrows,  fireballs,  granades,  shells,  case-shot  filled  with 
balls  (shrapnell,)  and  incendiary  or  burning  balls,  were  all  used 
in  days  of  old.  Small  firearms  were  employed  in  castles  and 
cities  for  defense  before  they  were  used  in  field  warfare.  Large 
cannon  were  made  of  cast-iron  ;  also  of  wrought  iron,  welded 
together  and  hooped ;  and  also  cylinders  of  iron  hooped  with 
rings.  At  the  battle  of  Tongres,  in  France,  in  1408,  it  is  related 
that  three  cannon  were  used  of  such  great  size  that  they  threw 
stone  balls  weighing  three  hundred  and  five  hundred  pounds. 
At  the  seige  of  Cam,  in  1450,  twenty-four  mortars  were  fired, 
and  the  bore  of  each  was  so  large  that  a  man  could  sit  upright 
in  it.  At  the  great  seige  of  Constantinople,  when  taken  from 
the  Greeks  by  Mohamet  the  Second,  there  was  one  cannon  which 
threw  six-hundred  pound  stone  balls.  In  1641,  cartridges  were 
first  employed  in  the  armies  of  Gupta vus  Adolphus.  The  first 
muskets  were  called  "matchlocks,"  because  the  charge  was  ignited 
by  a  match  ;  their  barrels  were  about  six  feet  long,  and  required 
a  rest.  The  iron  soldiers  of  Cromwell  carried  matchlocks  ;  the 
flntlock  was  introduced  into  England  in  the  reign  of  Charles  the 
Second.  The  inventor  of  the  percussion  lock  was  the  Rev. 
Alexander  Forsyth,  a  Presbyterian  clergyman,  who  secured  a 
patent  for  it  April  11,1807.  The  percussion  powder  was  fed 
into  the  touch-hole  by  a  self-acting  rod.' 
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Size  of  the  American  Flag. — The  standard  of  flag 
ior  the  army  is  fixed  at  six  feet  six  inches  in  length, 
by  four  feet  four  inches  in  width ;  the  number  of 
stripes  is  thirteen — seven  red  and  six  white.  The 
blue  field  for  the  stars  is  the  width  and  the  square  of 
the  first  seven  stripes — four  red  and  three  white,  and 
these  stripes  extend  from  the  extremity  of  the  field  to 
the  end  of  the  flag.  The  eighth  is  white,  and  forms 
a  pleasant  relief  to  the  blue  ground  of  the  field.  The 
number  of  stars  is  thirty-four,  one  being  added  to  each 
additional  State. 


Big  Guns. — The  famous  gun  used  by  Mohamet  II., 
at  the  siege  of  Constantinople,  which  threw  a  stone 
ball  of  600  pounds  weight,  is  not  at  the  present  time 
in  existence,  but  there  is  one  at  the  Dardanelles  which 
can  throw  a  stone  ball  weighing  1,100  pounds,  requir- 
ing a  charge  of  300  pounds  of  powder.  This  is  the 
largest  gun  in  the  world. 


The  Fate  of  a  Rebel. — General  Garnett,  who  com- 
manded the  rebel  forces  defeated  by  Gen.  McClellan 
in  Virginia,  was  killed  in  the  engagement,  being  the 
first  general  that  has  fallen.     He  was   a  major  in  the 

regular  army,  deserted  his  flag  and  was  killed

It  is  estimated  by  military  authorities  that  the  year- 
ly cost  of  putting  and  supporting  a  thousand  soldiers 
in  the  field,  is  about  one  million  of  dollars,  or  a  thous- 
and dollars  a  man.

There  are,  therefore,  two  great  points  always  to  be 
considered  in  war — how  many  troops  can  you  pay, 
arm,  and  maintain. 

Thus  money  becomes  "the  sinews  of  war."  As 
the  old  European  proverb  says — with  a  fling  at  our 
brother  Republicans  in  the  Cantons — "  no  money,  no 
Swis."  And  the  maxim  is  tolerably  true  of  all  coun- 
tries and  all  peoples.     No  money  no  soldiers. 

One  soldier  in  fifty  inhabitants  is  said  to  be  the 
largest  number  that  can  easily  be  maintained,  even  by 
such  a  nation  as  Great  Britain.  One  soldier  in  forty 
was  the  average  in  the  great  war  with  Napoleon, 
when  England  had  300,000  men  in  arms.  France  had 
only  one  in  eighty-six. 

The  free  States,  exclusive  of  California  and  Oregon 
— which  will  hardly  be  called  upon  for  their  quota — 
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have  only  19,000,000  of  white  inhabitants.  We  sup- 
pose, therefore,  they  could  maintain  in  the  field  about 
380.000,  at  a  yearly  cost  of  $380,000,000.  Great 
Britain  raised,  by  loan  and  taxation,  during  one  year, 
in  her  war  with  Napoleon,  one  thousand  millions  of  dol- 
lars !    Probably  the  North,  at  a  pinch,  could  do  as  much. 

We  see  now  the  reason  that  Russia  gave  over  for 
the  time  her  attempt  upon  Turkey,  after  the  experi- 
ence of  the  Crimea — she  could  not  stand  the  tremen- 
dous expense  of  such  vast  numbers  of  troops.  People 
talk  lightly  of  putting  300,000  men  in  the  field— but 
when  they  begin  to  think  that  the  cost  of  such  a  num- 
ber will  be  about  $300,000,000  a  year,  they  will  see 
that  it  is  a  great  drain  upon  the  resources  of  any  coun- 
try, and  that  a  wise  ruler  may  often  hesitate  a  little 
until  he  perceives  where  the  money,  arms,  etc.,  are  to 
come  from.  The  "  tug  of  war  "  is  often  the  tug  upon 
the  pocket. 

And  these  calculations  show  the  value  of  efficiency 
in  an  army.  An  army  of  15,000  men,  well  drilled, 
well  equipped,  well  commanded — and  who  have  seen 
service  at  each  other's  side,  is  worth  an  army  of  20,000 
or  even  25,000  composed  of  raw,  undisciplined  troops. 
Yet  bad  soldiers  cost  about  as  much  as  good  ones. 


If  the  secessionists  succeed  in  taking  Fort  Pickens 
they  will  be  acknowledged — a  confederacy  of  Pickens 
and  stealings.

To  the  Members  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Association  : 

I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  the  following  report  of 
the  statistics  and  operations  of  the  Library  and  Reading  Rooms 
from  the  date  of  my  last  Annual  Report  (January  28th,  1863), 
to  the  present  time. 

The  number  of  books  loaned  from  the  Library  during  the  year 

was  35,702,  which  were  classified  as  follows,  viz  :

tion of  classes,  from  which  those  lost,  sold,  or  worn  out,  were 
not  deducted,  I  should  therefore  estimate  the  total  number  in 
the  Library,  and  fit  for  use,  at  about  one  thousand  less,  or  16,620.
